UE 
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GROCER LUOA A VICTIM TO A 
THIEF’S DEADLY KNIFH, 
HE GRAPPLED WITH THE BURGLAR AND 
WAS STABBED TO DEATH—MURDER- 

ER AND ACCOMPLICES ARRESTED, 


Just as the first faint indications of a coming 
day began to make their appearance in the 
gray skies yesterday morning three men 
eneaked along in the dark shadows thrown 
upon the sidewalk by the old houses of Jay- 
street, Brooklyn. The men seemed very shad- 
ows themselves, so silentiy did they oreep 
through the quiet old street. Slowly they 
moved and cautiously until they reached the 
substantial old-fashioned brick house which 
stands alone on the corner of Jay and High 
Btreots. Here the men stopped. One of them 
stationed himself, hidden by the darkness, in 
High-street; the other took his stand in Jay- 
street. The third walked lightly up High-street 
to a high board fence which separates the back 
yard of the corner house from the street, and, 
catching hold of the top with both of his hands, 
was over it like a flasn. : 

There was a short ladder lying there in the 
yard, and in a minute or two the man had raised 
it and rested it against a window on the 
floor above him. He clambered up, the window 
was softly raised, there was a Moment of inde- 
cision, and the thief disappeared into the house 
ha meant to rob. The room.which he entered 
was a Vacant one. Just back of it was another 
apartment, in which were Christopher W. Luca, 
a German grocer of reputed weaith, whose 
iarge store is onthe floor below these apart- 
ments, his wife and his three young children. 
All were fast asleep. 

The burglar moved about in the darkness of 
the vacant room and made more noise than he 
intended. He stumbled over some little articles 
of furniture in his way and wakened the sleep- 
ing grocer. Luca heard the noise and went out 
to see what it meant. He was a large, power- 
fully-built man and fear was notin him. Cross- 
ing the threshold, he eftered the room and 
caught just a glimpse of the figure of the thief 
cowering in the corner just where faint rays of 
light entered the window and made his shadow 
the darker. Unarmed and undressed, wholly 
unprepared as he was for a struggle, the gro- 
cer sprang at the man and closed his strong 
fingers about his throat. The thief was a much 
smaller wan, but agile and quick and slippery 
asasnake. He released himself from the Ger- 
man’s grip by a quick, sharp jerk and tried to 
got out of the window. But he was dragged 
back and caught again in tnat iron grip. 

Never a word nor a cry was uttered by either, 
but astruggle ensued that was terrific. The 
thief haa gotten outa Knife and was fighting 
for his liberty. Luca saw the weapon and knew 
that he was fighting for his life. Such a struggle 
could not have been a silent one, and the noise 
aroused the unconscious wife, and then, to the 
sound of this deadly tight in this dark room 
were added the plercing shrieks of the woman. 
Nerved to desperation by the cries, the thio, 
with strength infosed into his arm by fear, 
raised the hand which grasped the knife and 
piunged the sharp blade into the shoulder of 
the man whoheld him. The grocer slightly re- 
laxed his hold then, ana again with siunning 
force the knife was plunged into his body. 

A frenzy then seemed to lay hold of the mur- 
derous burglar, and, following up the advan- 
tage he had gained, he stabbed his now helpless 
victim again and again with ferocious energy. 
As he was about to strike the last bibw another 
band grasped his arm, and, turning around, he 
saw & Woman standing there. She clung to his 
arm and shrieked for help. And there, standing 
in the doorway, the man saw another woman, 
standing quite still, paralyzed with horror at 
what she saw. She was Luca’s wife. The other 
woman was his servant. With an oath the fel- 
low shook the servant's hand from his arm and 
cried, ‘‘ Don’t touch me, ——- you! I’ve stabbed 
him, and if you come near me I'll stab you.” 

Then be turned and shot out the window, 
down the ladaer, and over the fence to the 
street. Both of the half-crazed women ran to 
one of the windows and shouted wildly for help. 
The .grocer was wounded to death. He had 
fallen unger the last blow, bleod streaming 
from the wound in his body, but, as his assail- 
ant escaped, he staggered to his feet, staggered 
over to avother window opening upon the yard, 
and added his feeble cries to those of the wo- 
men. Then he fell back upon the floor, ex- 
hausted and unconscious. It was just at this 
moment that two clerks who occupied a front 
room on that floor appeared upon the scene. 
They. hud been awakened by tne noise, but 
caine too late to be of any assistance. 

All these happenings took up a comparative- 
ly long time. The two watchers, waiting down 
in the shadows of the street, saw their villain- 
onus companion go through the window and pa- 
tiently awaited developments. A discerning 
citizen passed along by them aftera few mo- 
ments, and regarded them with such evident 


;suspicion that it made them nervous. The 
‘passer-by walked slowly along, the two men 


watching him with anxious eyes, and a little 
way beyond tlem he stopped and turned back. 
He took a long look at the dim figures and then 
whistied between his fingers. The watchers knew 
very well what that meant and without loss of 
time they took to their heels, leaving the other 
man in the house without warning. They saw 
two policemen coming toward the spot they 
had occupied and fled the faster. Everything 
remained quiet, and after fiveorten minutes 
had puxasseu they ventured cautiously tack to 
the place they had vacated. They sneaked 
around the corner into Bridge-street, and be- 
fore they knew it each was in the grasp of a 
policeman. They had begun to protest their in- 
nocence of all crime when the first shriek of 
“Murder!” sounded from the room the other 
thief had entered. 

Then the whole atmosphere seemed filled 
with the cry, the quiet neighborhood was in- 
stantly aroused, and, dropping their prisoners, 
the policemen dashed around into Jay-street. 
Otiicer Kennedy was oue of these policemen, 
and the first to reach the yard of the grocer’s 
house. He saw a batless man running hard 
down Jay-street aud pursued him. He came 
upon the fugitive very quickly and stopped 
him, breathiess and panting from his exertions. 
Otticer Kennedy was juined by Officer Cassidy, 
and they burried tne thoroughly-frightened 
wretch back to the house on the corner. The 
cries of the women still sounded from the room. 
The otticors effected an entrance to the house, 
and hurried their prisoner up tothe room which 
he had just left. 

Luea was lyingon the floor where he had 
fallen, and the women were kneeling about 
bim trying to stanch the flowof blood. Three 
frightened little children were huddled to- 
gether in the corner. I[t was quite light by this 
time, and as the trembling thief was brought 
into the room the women recognized him, aud 
redoubled their cries. He was stood up before 
Luca, and one of the officers asked the pros- 
trate man if he recognized their prisoner. 
He had just strength enough to slowly lift his 


,eyes to the blanched face of- the man before 


him, and slowly, painfully nod his head. Then 
his eyes turned dim, a Cconvuisive shudder shook 
hia body from head to foot, and he was dead. 

The identification by the dying man might 
have been insufficient, but his widow was only 
too sure that the trembiing wretch before her 
was the man who had struck the death-dealing 
blows.. 8o the prisoner was taken down to the 
Second Precinct Station House,in Fulton-street, 
and as soon as he got there he made a fuil con- 
fession. He is a young man—only nineteen 
years old—with a sallow, dissipated face, the 
typical criminat’s face. He said his name was 
Charles McElvaine, and that he lived with his 
wife at 143 High-street. He at first denied 
positively that he had had any accomplices, 
but afterward admitted the fact. He refused, 
however, to give the names of his two com- 
panions. 

Alter he had locked his prisoner up in a cell, 
Capt. Eason of the Second Precinct, accom- 
panied by one of his detectives, went to 143 
High-street, which 18 a respectable boarding 
house. They gained admission and went 
straight to McElvaine’s room. There they 
found a pretty, girl not more than eighteen 
years oid lying in bed asleep. She was Mc- 
Elvaine’s wife. She was awakened and told of 
ber busband’s urrest. She did not seem to be 
surprised at the news, but at the Captain’s 
request she put on her clothes and was 
taken to the station house and questioned. 
Bhe said that at about 1:3u_ o’clook 
her husband had gone out with two friends, 
Yom Quinlan and a man named Dennin, and 
she hud not seen them since. Quinlan and 
Dennin, she said, lived in New-York, some- 
where in the neighborhood of Cherry Hii The 
girl was locked up, too, and Capt. Eason, acting 
upon the information she gave, was prompt. 

ne New-York police were notified of the 
murder and the ey of the two accomplices, 
and the police of the Seventh Precinct, in which 
the men were supposed to live, were ordered 
to make search forthem. Reundsmar Ivory 
knew Dennin well—knew him asathief and a 

“tough ’—and started out tofind him. Den- 
nin, he knew, lived at 85 Pike-street and there 
he sought him. He found that the fellow had 
only just gotten home—it was then not 5 
o’clock—and he mauayed to arrest him before 
he could make his escape. Dennin, who is only 
twenty-three years old, was taken to Police 
Headquarters before Acting Superintendent 
Byrnes and after awhile made a full con- 
fession of bis share in the tragedy. 

He and Quinlan, he said, had known McoEI- 





vyaine for some timo, and while they were

lounging about the street lamp at Rutgers and 
Cherry streets on Wednesday night about 10 
o’clock MoElvaine and his wife came along. 
They stopped a moment to talk. MoElvaine 
said that he intended to rob a place in Brook- 
lyn that night and asked the two young thieves 
to join him in the enterprise. They readily 
conserted, and this obeerful party then crogsed 
over the Catherine-Street Ferry and went 
to MoElvaine’s house in High-street. There 
they had lots of beer. McElivaine explained 
his plans—his wife being present—and about 
2o’clock the three men started out on their 
burglarious errand. They went straight to the 

lace they meant to rob, but they found a po- 
iceman apparently on duty there. They were 
forced to abandon that scheme and walked on 
down Jay-street until they came to High. 

‘here MoEivaine pointed out Luca’s house, 
and said: “ Here’s a good place to ‘crack’ and 
it’s easy. LTrobved it once beture.” It was agreed 
to rob this house, McElvaie to go in and his 
companions to watch outside, hat followed 
has already been told. After the policeman had 
released them uinlan and Dennin came 
straight to New-York. At Gouverneur-atreet 
Quinlan quit niseomrade and the latter went 
home and was arrested. He did not know or 
would not tell where Quinlan lived. 

That young scoundrel, however, zave himself 
up atthe Adams-street station house, Brook- 
lyn, about 7 o’clock last night and was sent at 
once to the Fulton-street station, where he 
made what he alleged to be a confession. He 
lives at. 60 Gouverneur-street, New-York, and 
worked for the Independent Ice Company. He 
said he went to Brooklyn on Wednesda night 
to see the new rooms MoElvaine h hired. 
About 2 o’clock he started home and MoElvaine 
and Dennin accompanied him to Catharine Fer- 
ry. There he crossed to this city, went home, 
and yesterday morning went to work. Toward 
evening a friend named O’Connell showed him 
@ paper containing an account of the murder 
and advised him tosurrender himself. He did 
80 at once, 

Capt. Eason aid not believe this story, and so 
read Dennin’s confession to him. He at once 
broke Gown and admitted that Dennin’s story 
was the correct one. He was sent to Raymond- 
Street Jail. 

Dennin was taken over to the Second Precinct 
Station House, in Brooklyn, after making his 
statement, and, with McElvaine and his wife, 
was taken before Acting Chiet of Police Mac- 
kellar at Police Headquarters, their photo 
graphs having been taken in the meantime. T 
Inspector Mackellar Dennin made another 
statement, and McElvaine made his contession. 
Dennin said that the knife with which the poor 
German was cut to pieces was his. Coming 
over on the ferry MoEivaine had asked him for 
it—he wanted to cut something about his match 
box—and when he had used it he closed it up 
and put itin his pocket. It is a big clasp Knife, 
with a single murderous biade about five inches 
long, ending in a fine point like a bowie knitfe. 
It was as sharp as a razor. 

McElvaine’s statement about the murder is 
a he almost from beginning to end, and a palpa- 
bie one, He said that when he and his ‘ pais” 
reached Luca’s house it was determined that he 
and Quinlan should go into the buiiding and 
assist each other in robbingit. They left Den- 
nin on guard outside, he said, and climbed up 
into that rear room. Then he got into some 
other room (which, from the arrangement ot 
that floor, was impossible,) and in a few min- 
utes heard sounds of a struggle in the 
room he had = just left. Going back 
there, he saw Luca and = Quinlan 
strugglin together and, then saw Quin- 
lan break away and jump out of the win- 
dow. He started to follow him when Luca 
caught sight of him and grappled with him. 
Luca struck him—there are no inarks to show 
it—he says, and then he saw the knife lying on 
the floor. He managed to pick it up and stabbed 
the grocer until the latter let him go, and es- 
caped from the house. 

This lying statement was putin writing and 
McEtvaine signed !t. The police have the testi- 
mony of He Man—whose name they. refuse to 
give—who saw the two accomplices watching 
below, and other geod evidence that neither one 
of them could have been in the house with Mo- 
Elvaine. Coroner Lindsay was at headquarters 
whenthe men made ,their statements, and on 
his commitment McElvaine and Dennin were 
locked up in Raymond-Street Jail. Mrs. McEl- 
vaine was alao put in a cell there, held as a wit- 
ness before the fact. The young woman Was as 
calm and collected as she could have been. 


The unfortunate Luca was horribly cut up.’ 


The deadly blade had entered nis body twelve 
times, each time inflicting adeep wound. Bis 
left arm was almost severed from his body and 
his whole left side was hacked to pieces. At 
least once ths knife had entered the heart. 

Luca was a splendid-looking German about 
forty years old. He came to America twenty- 
five years ago with his parents, and when he 
was Ola enough entered the grogery business. 
He wae suceessful, has always. been reckoned a 
rich man, and it was the belief. that large suws 


of money were kept in his house .that led Mc- 


Elvaine to suagest the .robbery. Anout..ten 
pee ago be was married to the dwughter of 

enry Diel,- a. Brooklyn busineas man, and 
had three children, who survive him. 
Both Mrs. Luca and ber children are 
prostrated by the great calamity which has be- 
fallen taem. Luca was a member of the Bruok- 
lyn City Lodge, No. 570, Knights of Honor, the 

anoverian Society, the Brooklyn Grocers’ 
Association, and was an open-hearted, generous 
man, popular among bis associates. Aa autopsy 
was made yesterday afternoon by County 
Physician Shepard. No arrapgements have yet 
been made for the funeral. 

The youthful murderer already has a record 
as a thief.” He has been arrested twice for 
larceny, the last time ou April 24, when his 
brother-in-law had him arrested for stealing 
$70. He was sentenced to six months’ impris- 
onment then, but his mother succeeded in hav- 
ing him released after about three months had 
been served. Ifsbe had not done so he would 
not have now been a murderer. He had 
an attachment for pretty Caroline 
Moonis, the daughter of respectable 

eople who live at 243 Cherry-street, 

ut her mother would have nothing 
to do with him. She beat her wayward child 
for “ keeping company” with the young repro- 
bate and the girl promptly left her home. She 
was employed in a paper box faetory in Cham- 
bers-atreet, and among her fellow-workers was 
a girl named Rountree, who lived with her par- 
ents at 6% Raymond-street, Brooklyn. ith 
these. people she found a home. 

McElvaine followed her to Brooklyn, anda 
week ago lust Sunday they were married at the 
Rountrees’ house by Father Woods of St. James’s 
Cathotic Church. They went to live at a buard- 
ing house in Johnson-street, but were put out 
of the house for disorderly conduct. Then they 
went to the house in High-street, where they 
have since lived. McElvaine had no regular 
employment, though he claimed to be working 
His parents 
are respectable working people. He, 
and Quinlan were very muon together. 
the latter men have served termsiu prison for 
larceny. 





THE YACHT LOST BUT OREW SAVED. 

SAULT STE. MARIE, Mich., Aug. 22.—The 
pleasure cruise of the yacht Celt came to a sud- 
den end fifteen miles south of Siskowit Har- 
bor, Isle Royale, and the pleasure seekers ar- 
rived here last night on the steam barge Samuel 
Mather. 

The yacht sprung a leak and sunk fifteen min- 
utes afterward, giving those on board scarcely 
time to take to their yawlboat. Then began a 
long pull over Lake superior for the Sault pas- 
sage, as the vicinity where the shipwreck oc- 
curred is not aos by vessels.

INDIANA'S WAR MONUMENT. 


THE CORNERSTONE LAID WITH GRAND 
CEREMONIES. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 22.—The corner- 
stone of the Indiana Soldiers and Sailors’ 
Monument was laid this afternoon with impos- 
ing ceremonies in the presence of the President 
of the United States, many men of prominence 
of the United States, and thousands of veteran 
soldiers and sailors. The weather was all that 
could have beenasked. All day yesterday andin 
the early morning to-day trains brought thous- 
ands of strangers to the city, and by noon there 
were not less than forty thousand on the streets. 
The city was aflame with color in honor of the 
occasion. With the scaffold of the monument 
in Circle Park as the hub, the streets radiated 
fuevery direction like the spokes of a mighty 
wheel, and a glance up any of them revealed to 
the eye clouds of red, white, and blue, the build- 
ings being almost hidden by the decoration. 

The big scaffold of the monument itself, loom- 
ing up in the centre of the city to the distance 
of 104 feet, was the centre of interest. In ev- 
ery direction from the top ropes stretched away 
to neighboring buildings or trees, and each was 
strung with a glowing line of pennons. At the 
corners of the scaffold were electric lights, which 
will make the beauty of the scene as piain by 
night as by day. 

The exercises of the day began at2 o’clook, 


when the parade formed and began its march 
through the principal streets. It was made up 
of various poste of the Grand Army of the 
Republic throughout the State, and the state 
militia and local civic organizations. It is esati- 
mated that 8,000 were in line. In the second 
division, commanded by Gen. Dick Ruckle, rove 
the President in a carriage draped with flags, 
Mayor Denny and Gov. Hovey with him. The 
President acknowledged the compliments of the 
crowd by repeatedly lifting his hat. Attorney 
General Miller, Secretary Rusk, and Private 
Secretary Halford were in the next carriage. 
Then came the Monument Commissioners, State 
officers, city otticials, prominent citizens, and 
speakers. The officers of the Women’s Relief 
Corps ‘occupied a handsomely-draped carriage. 

It was nearly 3 o’clock when the head of the 
procession reached the monument. All the 
streets surrounding 1t were packed witn peo- 
ple, all anxious to catch a glimpse of the Presi- 

ent and other prominent personages who 
appeared on the stand and to witness the cere- 
monies, The crowd watched in silence the lay- 
ing of the cornerstone by Charlies M. Travis, 
Deputy Commander of the Indiana Depart- 
ment, Grand Army of the Republic. The 
documents were consigned to their rest- 
ing place, and then the stone was 
placed in position in accordance with the ritual 
the of Grand Army of the Republic. In perform- 
ing the ritual rites Commander Travis was as- 
sisted by the officers of the department and by 
the President’s respectively of the Sons of 
Veterans and the Women’s Relief Corps. When 
the stone haa been placed in position the national 
flag was raised, and the “Star-Spangled Banner” 
was sung by Mrs. Zelda Seguin Wallace. The 
imposing ceremony, which was too far within 
the scaflolding to be clearly appreciated by all, 
ended with the firing of a saiute, Following 
this Gov. Hovey, as presiding officer of the oc- 
casion, made a brief address and he was fol- 
lowed by Gen. M. D. Manson of Crawfordaville 
and Gen. John Coburn of Lodjanapolis. 

At the conclusion of the latter’s aadress Preal- 
dent Harrison was introduced. After a few 
apologetic sentences he spoke as follows: 

“There have been few occasions in the his- 
tory of our State so full of interest, so maxnifi- 
cent, so iuspirinug, as that which we now wit- 
ness. 

“Five years aco last January, when the people 
assembled in the Opera House yonder to unveil 
the statue which had been worthily setup to 
our great war Governor, I ventured to express 
the hope that near by it, as atwin expression’ 
of one great sentiment, there micht be builaed 
@ noble shaft, not to any man, not to 
bear on any of its majestic faces the name 
of a man, but a monument about which the 
sons of veterans, the mothers of our dead, the 
widows that are yet with us, might gather and, 
pointing to the stately shaft, say: ‘There is 
his monument.” The hope expressed that day 
is realized now. 1 congratulate the people of 
Indiana that our Legislature has or we met 
the expectations of our patriotic people. con- 
gratuiate the commission having this great work 
in charge that they have secured a design which 
will not suifer under the criticism ofsthe best 
artists of the world. [congratulate you that a 
monument so.costiy as to show that we value 
that which it commemorates, 80 artistic as to 
express the sentiment which evoked it, is to 
stand in the Capitol of Indiana. Does any one 
say there is wastefulness here? [Cries of ‘No, 
no.”] My countrymen, $200,000 has never 

. and will never pass, from the ‘lreasury 
of Indiana tbat wiil givea better return than the 
expenditure for the erection of this monument. 

Ihave witnessed these ceremonies and list- 
ened to these patriotic hymns. [I read in the 
faves of the men who stood about me that lift- 
ing up of the soul, that kindling of patriotic 
tire that has made me realize that in such occa- 
sions the Nation is laying deep and strong its 
future security. 

This isa monument of Indiana to Indiana 
soldiers. But I beg you to remember that they 
were only soldiers of Indiana until the enlist- 
ment oath was taken; that from that hour until 
they came back to the generous State that sent 
them forth they were soldiers of the Union. 
[Great applause.] So that it seemed to me not 
lnappropriate that I should bring to you to-day 
the sympathy and cheer of the loyal people of 
all the States. No American citizen need 
avoid it or pass it with unsyiupathetio eyes, for 
it does not commemorate uw wur of subjugation. 
There is not in the United States to-day a man 
who, if he realizes what has occurred since the 
war and has opened his soul to the sight of that 
which is to come who will not feel that it is 
good for all our people that victory 
crowned the cause which this monument 
commemorates. [Cries of “Amen” and 
applause. } do seriously believe 
that if we can measure among the States the 
benefits resulting from the preservation of the 
Union, that the rebellious States have the larger 
share. It destroyed an institution that was 
their destruction. It opened the way fora 
commercial iife thatif they will only embrace 
itand face the light means to them a develop- 
ment that shall rival the best attainments of 
the greatest of our States. |Applause. | 

And now let me thank you for your pleasant 

eeting. I have felt lifted up by this occasion. 

t seems to me that our spirits have been borne 
up to meet those of the dead and glorified, and 
that from this place we shall go to our homes 
more resolutely set in our purpose as citizens 
to conserve the peace and welfare of our 
neighborhood, to hold up the dignity and honor 
of our free institutions, and te see that no harm 
shall come to our country whether trom inter- 
national dissensions or whether from the ag- 
gressions of a foreign foe. [Great and pro- 
longed applause. } 

Secretary Rusk, Attorney General Miller, and 
Private Secretary Halford followed the Presi- 
dent in short speeches. 

This ended the exercises of the day, and amid 
the booming of cannon and the cheers of the 
thousands the throng dispersed, after having 
seen [ndiana’s monument to its dead heroes 
fairly started toward completion. 





BADLY BURNED BY AN EXPLOSION, 

SCRANTON, Penn., Aug. 22.—There was an ex- 
plosion of fire damp in the No. 2 Colliery of the 
Delaware and Hudson Canal Company this 
morning. Yesterday afternoon a portion of the 
mine caved in, and this morning a gang of men 
went in to repair the damage. As they ap- 
proached where the cave-in occurred, one of the 
miner’s lamps ignited the gas, and a fearful ex- 
plosion, which could be heard for miles around, 
occurred. 

The workmen fled for their lives, and all 
escaped but Andrew Nichols, the Superin- 
tendent; Richard Mason, the inside foreman, 
and John Lavern, Samuel Williams, and John 
Jones, who were all fearfully burned. Nichols, 
who lives in Scranton, was the most badly 
burned, and it is feared that he will not live. 





SHOOT AT HiS OWN DOOR. 

CHIcaAGo, Aug. 22.—About 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing Joseph Frana, living on West Nineteenth- 
street, was murdered in cold blood at the back 
door of his home. Who committed the murder 
is a mystery. 

Mr. Frana has been an invalid for the past 

ear and unable to work. A few minutes before 

he got up and stepped out at his back door. A 
man stood near the corner of the house. His 
wife heard him ask the man what he wanted. 
The question was followed by tha, report of a 
pistol and then a loud scream.

A WRECK ON THE FIRST TRIP 


: THREE PROMINENT MEN KILED 
AND MANY INJURED. 
THE REAR CAR GOES OVER A TRESTLE 
ON THE KNOXVILLE, CUMBERLAND 
GAP AND LOUISVILLE RAILROAD. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 22.—Knoxville is in 
mourning to-night. Three of her foremost citi- 
zens lie dead and more than a score of others 
are badiy injured, The completion of the Knox- 
ville, Cumberland Gap and Louisville Railroad 
has been lookea forward to with interest by the 
people of this city. 

To-day the first regular train was run over 
the line. It was made a gala day. Invitations 
were issued to a large number of the represent- 
ative men of the city to be guests of the new 
railroad management, and the excursion was 
to be one of pleasure to all. 

Twenty-two miles out from Knoxville the 
train passed a crossing. Just beyond this cross- 
ing there is a trestle spanning a shallow stream 
of water. It is thirty feet from the 
top of the trestle to the bed of the 
stream. In passing the crossing those in the 


rear car felt a jar, then a bumping, and they 
knew the car was off the track. Before they 
could leave their seats the car struck the trestle, 
swayed to one side, and went off, turning bot- 
tom side up. 

The train was composed of two coaches and a 
baggage car. The rear coach was the only one 
that left the track. In falling it was wrenched 
from the balance of the train, which crossed in 
safety. There were thirty-four men in the 
coach that went down. Out of this number one 
was killed outright, two diea inside of an hour, 
pen Saree Aine were more or less seriously ta- 

ured,

THR VESUVIOS. 
THE DYNAMITE ORUISER’S 
ARMAMENT. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aag. 22.—A highly-interest- 
ing and successful trial of the pneumatic-gun 
armament of the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius 
Was made tnis afternoon in the presence of 
Lieut. Seaton Schroder and Lieut. William F. 
Fullam of the navy. Lieut. Sohroder is to 
command the Vesuvius as soon as she is put in 
commission, and Lieut. Fullam is to be second 
in command. 

The trial this afternoon was made in the 
Delaware River near Petty’s Island. Twelve 
shots were firedin quick succession, although 
there was no attempt to attain rapidity of fire 
since the vessel was in a tide way and had te be 
carefully pointed before each shot. The pro- 

ctiles used were plugs representing the weight 
of the regulation shell, which is to contain 
200 pounds of high explosive. The weight of 
these plugs was 500 pounds, and some unsteadi- 
ness in flight was due to the fact that the centre 
of gravity was not placed as it would be in the 
regulation shells, which are perfectly steady in 
filght, and which, therefore, attain a much 
greater range. 

The regulation shells were not used in this 
trial, as they are far more expensive than the 
plugs, which answer all purposes in experi- 
ments. The hydraulic mechanism for working 
the guns was in every way satisfactory. 
Many alterations to secure additional safe- 
ty and etiiciency had been made of late, 
which necessarily caused some delay in tne 
date of the trial. Allthe operations of loading 
were performed smoothly and without a single 
hitch. The lower section of the gun barrel is 
first lowered into a horizontal position. Five 
shells foreach gun are carried in a five-bar- 
reled reservoir, which revolves like the Nene 2 
holder in an ordinary pocket revolver. The 
lower section of the gun barrel naviog been 
lowered, a shell is pushed in from the reserveir 
into the breech section of the gun barrel 
by a hydraulic rammer. The breech 
section is then raised by hydraulic 
power aud joined to the rest of the 
gun bafrel, and the five-barreled reservoir is 
turned on @ central shaft to bring another shell 
into position for loading. A signal is then made 
to the Ne ay in tne pilot tower that the gun 18 
ready to be fired. 

Automatic arrangements prevent the possibil- 
ity of firing before the gun is ready. The con- 
tract with the Government stipulates that five 
shots shali be fired from each of the three 
guns in ten minutes, or a shot every 
two minutes. The mechanism is such that 
it is possible to fire one shot er 
minute, thus far exceeding requirements in this 
respect. Since the guus are built into the ship 
at a fixed elevation the range of the projectile 
must oe controlled entirely by compressed air. 
* Powerful air pumps are used to compress the 
air In the storage reservoirs up to a pressare of 
2,000 pounds per square inch, the capacity of 
the reservoirs being sufficient to supply air 
for at least twenty shots in quick su0- 
cession. Before each shot a valve is opened ad- 
Mitting air from the storage reservoirs into the 
firing reservoirs until the pressure is observed 
to rise to about one thousand pounds per square 
inch, when the vaive is closed. The firing press- 
uré, therefore, will never be greater than 1,000 
pounds per square inch. The firing vaive con- 
trols the admission of the air from the firing 
reservoir to the breech of the gun in rear of the 
projectile. 

It is evident that if the valve is left open so 
that air from the firing reservoir will continue 
to flow into the gun barrel as long as the pro- 
jectile remains in, the greatest range will be 
attained. Theshorter the time during which 
the firing valve is left open the 
less the amount of air that will be 
admitted to tlife gun and the shorter the range 
of the projectile The smaller the charge of 
powder put in au ordinary gun the smaller the 
volume of the gas found and the less the range. 
To secure this cutting off of the air be- 
tween the firing reservoir and the gun 
is the key to the whole system. It is 
one of the most difficult problems in mechanics 
—one that has never been solved or even at- 
tempted, except in the dynamite gun. Its solu- 
tion could not reasonably be expected except 
as aresuit of the most patient study. Thou- 
sands of experiments and the most laboriows 
investigations have been necessary, and it now 
appears that success is certain. 

The valve used in to-day’s trials was invented 
by Mr. Sewell, an engineer in the employ of the 
DynamiteGun Company, who has worked in- 
defatigably, and well deserves success. 
Capt. the chief or 
the company, waa present 
with the agsistance of 
conducted the trial. . Having 
the valves will control the air and shut it off as 
desired to vary the distance at which the shot 
will strike, it is the intention to convene the 
board of officers next Tuesday if possible to con- 
duct the final trial required by the contract. 

The members of the board are Commander C. 
F.. Goodrich, Lieut. Seaton Schroeder, and 
Lieut. Bradley A. Fisk. If tive shots are fired 
from each gun in ten minutes, the projectiles 
ranging one mile, aod of the storage capacity 
of the reservoir is shown te be sutticient for fif- 
teen shots, the last provision of the contract 
will be fulfilied, and the Vesuvius will be putin 
commission as a part of the new navy.

MAHONE TAKES THE TRICK 


PLEASING SKEIOH OF 
GREAT PUPPET SHOW. 
DELEGATES WERE LIKE MARIONETTES 
AND HE PULLED THE STRINGS—THE 
LITTLE CZAR’S SPEECH. 
for Governor—WiLlLiaM Manone of Peters- 


burg. 

For Lteuntenant Governor—CaMPBELL SLEMP of 
Lee County. 

For Attorney General—WaRREN 8. LuRTY of 
Rockingham. 


» NORFOLK, Va, Aug. 22.—Without a hitch, 
without other tumult than that of machine- 
made applause, William Mahone’s convention 
to-day nominated William Mahone for Goy- 
ernor, a ticket whose candidates for Lieutenant 
Governor and Attorney General were picked 
out by the “bossa,” and whose platform was his 
own personal production. The address of Ma- 
hone in calling the convention to order was 
a@ disappointment. It was by no means up to 
Mahbone’s finest efforts. It repeated the wind 
heard here repeatedly during the last day or 
two about a new proposition for the settlement 
of the debt, but the piatform did not set forth 
this mysterious cure-allj%jthat had been 
premised. From beginning to end the 
convention was but a huge puppet 
show, manipulated by the hands of the 
“boss” in person. Col. Lamb, the man whom 
a@ large proportion of the delegates considered 
as & Man much more likely to win than Mahone, 
humbly abandoned whatever pretensions he 
may have had, and became the instrument to put 
Mahone in nomination. The anti-Mahone men 
have just the candidate they wanted. The 


Democrats have an antagonist to be feared and 
watohed. The campaign will be a heated one 
and it will be a long one. 

The sun was up in Norfolk long before 
most of the delegates, and it rose for busi- 
ness. A fresh breeze came along with the 
fierce sunlignt and dense humidity, prom- 
ising some mitigation of the high tempera- 
ture. Delegates swarmed into town. The 
streets were fullofthem. The blacks, hitherto 
scarce, became suddenly abundant, many of 
them armed with gripsacks and canes. Some 
of the white delezates were raw and uncouth. 
Three of them stopped in the rotunda of the 
Atlantic Hotel to look at the life-like 
cast-iron frogs iu the fountain. One 
of them determined to investigate, thrust 
his foot into the water, and tapped 
one open-mouthed frog with his toes and was 
astonished because it did not jump. Mahone’s 
headquarters in a house neither neat nor gaudy 
were surrounded with Mahoneites anxious to 
see the ‘‘boss.” It waa evident that he was 
still a mere tradition to some of his adherents. 
All was still in the dark as to who the candl- 
dates would be. The report tnap Mahone would 
be the man had gained universal belief but not 
absolute welcome. 

The puppet show was his, however, as everys- 
body knew, and all that it was necessary to do 
to tind out was to wait until he began to work 
the strings. Col. Lamb’s friends, who nad fond- 
ly hoped that Mahone had brought the conven- 
tion to Norfolk todo Lamb the honor of nom- 
inating him for Governor in his own home, 
were ready to grumble to # Mugwump corre- 
spondent. Said one of them to the writer an 
hour before the convention assembled: 

“Mahone did not need to go to the trouble of 
coming here to do this thing. He might just aa 
well have issued his edict from Petersburz and 
sent outacircular containing his speech, the 
candidates. and the platform. He would have 
saved us the trouble of travel and the railroad 
and hotel expenses. So far as we are concerned, 
we might as well be at home.” 

Gen. V. D. Groner, the brainy and plucky 
opponent of Mahone, walked up Main-street 
about 10 o’clock past the convention hal! on his 
way to attend to some personal business. He 
was to be “out” of the convention in every 
sense. Mahone’s scheme of repression forbade 
his entry asa delegate. He was determined 
that tnere should be harmony, and he had 
taken his own way to seoure it by crushing out 
independence. Gen. Groner had not been in- 
Vited to be a spectator. Some one had dropped 
at his otfice a little blue card, across the top of 
which was written “ Admit Gen. V. D. Groner 
to stage.” It came uninclosed, without any- 
body’s: compliments or respects. The General 
did not use it. He did not feel thut there was 
any place in the convention for anybody but 
the vassals of the little Czar. He was happy, 
but he was.Bot yet prepared to believe that 
Mahone would do so suividal a thing as to ac- 
cept the nomination for Governor. 

The Academy of Music had been secured for 
the convention and its doors were thrown open 
soon after 11 o’clock. When the delegates rushed 
in they found it cool and decidedly dark. A few 
cards stuck here and there about the orchestra 
and balcony indicated the plan of arrangement 
of the subsidiary marionettesin Mahene’s greai 
puppet show. The stage carried ali the decora- 
tive features. Astage fence divided the piat- 
form. Behind it were chairs for the usual 
contingent of invited guests. In front of the 
fence, well back from the footlights, was a 
throne, raised upon a dais, reached by three 
Steps. It was tastefully furnished with a 
marble-topped table and acomfortable chair 
with a striped linen cover. Upon the table wus 
also a@ bunoh of flowers, and there were 
flowers and potted plants at the right 
and left. Over the throne were festooned 
two iarge flags. The gentlemen who had 
charge of the arrangements for the press are 
entitled to this paragraph of appreciation. 
They not only provided a comfortable desk for 
each visiting representative of a newspaper, 
but they marked each desk so reserved with the 
name of the paper for wliich it was set apart, 
protected it from the intrusion of loafers, and 
then asked if there was anything more to be 
done to make the situation agreeable. It was 
all in marked contrast to the Richmond Convene 
tion, and hereafter the Kichmond folks would 
be wise if they would invite the Norfolk news- 
paper men to help them do such things in an 
orderly and graceful maaner. 

When the convention had pretty well filled 
up the theatre it was found to contain a large 
sprinkling of negroes, but a very much amaller 
proportion of them than Republican Conven- 
tions have held in recent years. How the negro 
representative has been kept down no one in 
the convention could explain. Some of the 
anti-Mabone men say it is attributable to the 
hostility of the negro to Mahone, as evinced in 
the Langston fight in the Fourth District last 
Fall. Whatever the reason, the negroes were 
present in diminished numbers. They were 
not huddled together, but sat in delega- 
tions with white men on perfectly equal 
terms. The white delegates were apparently 
not of the opnient class. Most of them were 
hardy and rugged, without any appreciation of 
style or excessive cleavliness of dress. There 
were more Virginians of thetype generally ac- 
cepted as “ local’ than were seen at the Demo- 
eratic Convention. Two or three of the Dlack- 
bearded creatures in ** The Brigands” appeared 
to have been loaned to the convention, but 
their demeanor was that of non-speaking and 
thoroughly subdued puppets. 

There were some boisterous puppets; they 
shouted lustily when Secretary Asa Rogers 
came in and shouted fora speech. Kogers can- 
not talk, and if he could have talkea he would 
not have dared. An unsuccessful attempt was 
made to get up a cheer for Mahone, but us the 
string attached to the cheer had not been prop- 
erly pulled there was no response. The “ ice- 
cold lemonade” boy had been started and was 
working with considerable likeness to life. 
William C. Eiam, formerly Mahone's editor, 
now 2 Federal office bolder, caine in; a string 
attached te a small cheering section was drawn 
by an operator and then quickly shut off. Br 
some mistake the band was set In operation and 
played “* Hail to the Chief.” There was a cran- 
ing of heads to see Mahone, but Mahone did 
not come then and the band ceased its musical 
tribute. Again, at about 12:30, there was an- 
other, burst of music. It was ‘ Dixie” this 
time. Up wenta prodigious yell. The strings 
had ali been pulled with great vigor. 

Amid the confusion of cheers and music oust 
popped the “Boss” fromthe wings. 1t was ad- 
mirably done. He had entered by the stage 
door, collected about hima group of his vest 
marionettes, and while the band played he had 
moved out with his leading tizures to the side

of the throne. He was dressed in black, bis 
frockcoat buttoned closely, bis tapering trous- 
ers hanging in picturesque folds about his lexs 
his quaint collar displayed beneath his loosely 
flowing beard. He stood with his left hand 
resting on his hipasthe puppets yelled. An 
end of his handkerchief peeped from the 
folds of his coat. “Hurrah for the oid 
man”! came from the gallery. Mahone 
came forward. Ah! What a shout was 
that! Never were puppets in a show wore 
lifelike. The “boss” paced back and forth 
across the open space between the reporters’ 
desks holding in his hands, now folded benind 
his back, aroll of paper. Lamb, Bowden, ex 
Marshal Martin, Mayo, and the others who had 
been arrangea to have a part in this scene, 
looked on in well-simulated admiration. It was 
almost as natural as life. The noise-making 
negroes in the gallery were not well recuiatel. 
Long after they should have stopped yeiling 
aud chattering they were still beisterous. Mu- 
hone stepped back and took by the arm a figure 
dressed in black and led it forward to the trort. 
It was the Deputy Postmaster, the Rev. Vernon 
Ianson. With folded arms and face upraised he 
began to talk. “Speak louder, we can't hear 
you,” shouted a puppet outof gear. “Go vn,” 
shouted another. ‘“ Can’t hears word,” squeaked 
still another. Deputy Postmaster, the Kev. 
Vernon Ianson, was praying. The puppets on 
the floor and in the gallery did not recogaize 
the fact, but the strings that ruled them were ai 
Jast found ana the preacher Postmaster was al- 
lowed to go and ask the blessed Father to pre- 
side over the convention in gross disregard o} 





* 
the arrangement made by the “bose” for an- 
other presiding officer. 

When the prayer was ended and Mahone 
again came down to the front, there was an- 
other shout, Walking back and forth and in- 
tently eyeing the obedient 700 figures before 
him, he deliberately began his speech. There 
were still some badly-regulated oe in the 
house, and they persisted in dropping inappro- 
priate remarks. ‘‘We’re going to send you 
there for good,” and “Hurrah for the old Gen- 
erall” were the sort of interruptions he had to 
put up with, When he had gone on to the 
point where he declared his intention of return- 
ing to the convention the Chairmanship of the 
State Convention, United States arshal 
Watts. who stood near him on the stage, blurt- 
ed out, ** Well, by God, we'll turn it back to you 
again.” 

The “boss” was a disappointment in his 
specch. He had nothing startling to gay. He 
pitched into the Democrats for extravagance In 
the State Government and for failing te repeal 
the tobacco taxes. He also complained because 
they had made enough of the protection issue 
in their platforms. Having succeeded by force 
in blotting out the attempt ef the anti-Mahore 
men to be represented in the convention, it was 
amusing to hear him preach about the infamy 
of an irregular ballot and a dishonest count. 
He was for an honest ballotif it was not against 
him and a fair count if it did notcount him out 
“Can't down you, General,” burst forth a 
sporadic puppet upon whose string aomebody 
a accidentally stepped. His speech was as 
ollows: * 


“TI thank you heartily, fellow-citizens, for this 
cordial greeting, andi the more because it is demon- 
Strative of your loyalty to the principles which 
underlie no less the growth and prosperity of this 
Commonwealth than of the Nation; because it sig- 
nifles an energetic concern for the important con- 
test, in respect te which you have assembled to take 
action. It means a pull—a strong pult and @ pull 
aii together for the right of the great steke in- 
volved. That you will be equai to a full and faithful 
performance of the high trust you are delegated to 
discharge is the confident expectation of a hopeful 
majority of the people of this State. Since the in- 
anyuration of the movement which took shape at 
Mozart Halt in 1879 and from which has come the 
party for which you now speak, I have had the 
neo of the Chairmanship, aud now return to you 
that trust 

**In that period of ten years you have had your 
victories and your defeats, and, despite of Demo. 
cratic methods, the party has grown in numbers 
from 84,000 votes cast for Gen. Garfield in 1880 to 
151,000 grudgingly conceded by our Democratic 
friends for Gen. Harrison in 1888, There is no 
fair-minded manin the state who does not believe 
that you polled a majority of the votes cast at the 
late Presidential election. 

Itis of record that even in two of our ten Con- 
gressional districts of the State there were in ling 
when the polis closed more than twice as many Re- 
publican voters as the beggarly majority by which 
the electoral vote of the State was taken, who, by 
the disreputabls conduct of the Democratic man- 
agers, had not been allowed to deposit their ballots. 

The progress of Republican devslopmeut and the 
approvaloft Kepublican principles steadily go on, 
despite the appeals te past prejudices and the un- 
savory methods by which the will of an hdOnest ma- 
ority of the qualified voters of the Commonwealth 
nas been suppressed. There can be no safety to 
the peace anid well-veing of organized society, no 
security to arepublican form of government, no 
protection to lite, liberty, and property where 
the agencies of organized government and rep- 
resentative trust are inaugurated by means of 
polluted returns. Such invitation for the con- 
scription of the governmental powerof apy con- 
stituent body must sooner or later come to plague 
the inventors. It opens wide the field to the intro- 
duction of every danger to which the interests of 
organized society can be exposed. 

But the end will come—itis nigh at hand—when 
the demand ofthe masses of this people, irrespect- 
ive of party lines, for an honest Daliot and a fair 
count must be respected. The second better 
thoughts of honest men already sickens of the 
tainted methods by which representative agents 
are chosen to administer the public interests. The 
time comes when that better thought of honest men 
revolts at the insiduous methods which relegates 
the government of our public affairs and the stand- 
ard of representative trust generally to @ class of 

mnen expressly chosea to falsify the popular judg- 
ment. 

The unmanly cover under which the Democratic 
managers have misled public thought and have 
incited ungovernable apprehension has been a 
pretended concern for the safety of our civiliza- 
tion—the fear of domination of our affairs by the 
colored men—and under that cover have led too 
many honest and honorable men to acquiesce id 
the most shameful outrages upon popaiar govern. 
ment. The right to participate fairly in the se- 
lection of the representative agent goes to the very 
bottom of a republican form of government, and 
any invasion of it imperils the liberty of the people. 

Such unlawful methods as have governed the 
political conduct of the leadership of the Democratic 
Party are repugnant to the tair-mivded people of 
this State. They repel immigration into our borders 
and deter capital from sveking profitable employ- 
ment in the development of our varied industrial 
resources, Neither man nor capital seeks homes 
where the laws are made and administered by the 
creatures of a mere political machine, The over- 
taxed masses of this Commonwealth, 1t is believed, 
will no longer evdure the maladministration of 
their aifxirs vut of fear of negro domination, 

Tne ghost ot the colored man po longer serves the 
purpose of the political demagogue. He threatens 
neither the purity of our institutions nor the degra- 
dation of our civilization. The pretended appre- 
hension of our adversaries for the safety of these 
has had its day, tocome no more. The thoughtful 
pevple of this >tateturn their attention to ques- 
tions which affect the welfare of the Commonwealth 
and open the w:y to the prosperity of the people. 
they demand an adiwinistration of public aftairs 
whioh shail bring back the ordinary expenses of 
running the State Government within the reason. 
able limits to which the Kepublican Party had 
reduced them. They will no longer consent 
lo pay $300,000 more to the acministration 
of & State Goverument that would preserve 
# Civilization not threatened otherwise than by 
degrading hypocrisy of the mauagers of the Demo- 
cratic Party—thelr enmity to popular education, 
their heartless pretense of favoring the repeal of 
the Federal tax on tobacco, their ever-trising treat- 
nent of the vital question of the public debt, wast- 
ing the mouev of the people in vexatious and un- 
profitable suits against our own citizens, while the 
lncrease of the debt goes on at the rate of @ million 
or more annually; their hypocritical protestation 
in respect to the Vital question of the tariff, at one 
time pretending to favor protection, but always 
yielding hearty support to men and measures that 
would destroy it and stifle the future of our State, 
whose inaterial development, inspired by the vital- 
izing policy o7 protection, already gives substantial 
promise ot her growth in wealth and in power.

It was 7:45 o’clock when Chairman Wood 
called the convention to order and asked fur 
the report of the Committee on Credentials. 
fhe report made »y Brown Allen of Augusta 
tound contesis in York, Portsmouth, Hawptun, 
and Elizabeth City Counties. In York and 
Portsmouth the committee seated the delegates 
*“vertitied” by the county Chairman. A puppet 
shouted “tiger’ and some otbers cheered, 
In Hampton and Elizabeth City County 
it was found that the contestunts 
had been beaten, but out of a_ spirit 
of liberality the vote was divided between the 
contestants.

Promptly upon the adoption of the report 
Col. William Lhotd etepped forward, He was 
lustily cheered as he proceeded to make @ 
nomination for Governor.

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FLORA MAYBRICK SAVED 


HER SENTENOE OOMMUTED TO 


LIFE IMPRISONMENT. 
AN APPEAL FOR A PARDON WILL NOT 
BE ENTERTAINED — SATISFACTION 
WITH THE DEOISION. 


Lonpon, Aug. 22.—The Globe says that the 
sentence of Mrs. Maybrick has been cummuted. 

This is officially confirmed. The sentence is to 
be penal servitude for life. : 
, The decision was based upon the conflict of 
medical testimony as to whether the poision 
found in deceased’s stomach was sufficient to 
produce death. 

Aftera prolonged consultation between emi- 
nent lawyers and Mr. Matthews, the Home Sec- 
retary, the unanimous opinion was arrived at 
that Mrs. Maybrick had administered poison to 
her husband with intent to kill. 

No further appeal, either fora release from 
prison or for mitigation of the sentence to life 
imprisonment will be entertained. 

All the newspapers here are satisfied with the 
decision in the Maybrick case and praise the 


Home Secretary for the manner in which he has 
discharged a difficult tasx. 

The Daily lelegraph urges the necessity for a 
court of criminal appeal in order to relieve the 
Minister of the onus of such decisions. 


LIVERPOOL, Aug. 23.—Up to midnight last 
night no formal notice of the commutation of 


Mrs. Maybrick’s sentence had been received by 
the prison otticiala here. Mre. Maybrick has 
not been informed of the decision In ber case, 
Her mother fainted on hearing the news, Lhe 
decision is favorably received every where, 


The crime for which Mra. Maybrick was sen- 
tenced was the poisoning of her husband, The 
trial was remarkable and in its characteristics 
was considered unusual in Engiand. The trial 
occupied seven days, of which two were con- 
sumed inthe summing upof the testimony. 
There was evidence of several kinds, and there 
was the greatest difference of opinion among 
the medical experts as to the symptoms of 
arsenical poisoning alleged to have been discov- 
ered in the boay of the deceasea. The defense, 


which was conducted with uncommon ability, 
relied very largely on this difference of opinion, 
The reliauce proved to be ili-piaced, because 
the jury held that the body of the evidence 
fully estabiisned the guilt of the accused, 

According to the evidence, James Maybrick 
Wasa cotton broker in comfortable circum- 
Stances in Liverpool. Some eight years ago he 
had married an American woman who was sev- 
eral years younger than himself. In the mid- 
dle of March of the present year the events be- 
gan which culmimated in the wife’s dreadrul 
crime. At that time Mra. Maybriock wrote to a ho- 
tel keeper in Loudon ordering roome for Ler 61s- 
ter-in-law and her busband, who, she said, were 
about to spend afew duys in town. The sister- 
in-law knew nothing of the arrangement; but 
on the appointed day Mrs. Mayvrick herself 
came to ndon and occupied the rooms she 
ordered, The evening of her arrival she spent 
With @ man whose identity was not ascertained; 
bug the following day ehe was joined 
by another man named Brierley, who was 
undoubtedly her paramour, and whu lived with 
her for two or three days at the botel. Her 
movements for a few days after this were never 
discovered, but after a week’s absence from 
howe sbe returned to Liverpool and accompa- 
nied her husband on the day following her re- 
turo tu the Grend National Steeplechase, én 
the course aud afterward a serious quarrel 
took place between the Maybricks, apparently 
On the subject of Brierley’s attention. Mr. 
Maybrick seems to bave struck his wife, and 
she made preparations to leave his house; but 
one of the maid servauts persuaded her not to 
do so, and a kind of reconciliation tuvok place. 

It was only a few weeks after this, toward 
the end of April, that Mr. Maybrick was taken 
ill. It was puticed that the medivine which bis 
wife was giving hiin made him iil S8uspivion 
Was consequvntly aroused, and it was deemed 
Necessary to set &@ Watch on Mra. Maybriok’s 
movements. The sick man’s brothers went to 
i in the house aud professional nurses were 

red, 

On Wednesday, May 8, Mra. Maybrick wrote 
from her husband’s sick ruom a notein pencil to 
Brierley, and gave it to the children’s nurse to 
post. The nurse gave it to the baby to carry, 
and the baby dropped itin the mud. Theuurse 
thea opened it, with no other object, as she aft- 
erward swore, than to putitin a clean envel- 
ope. Having opened it, she found that it began 
* Dearest,” and contained such expressions as 
“my own darling.” She therefore gave it to 
Mr. Maybrick’s brother. In it Mrs. May brick 
referred to her visit to London and to Brierley’s 
future movements. She said that her husband 
was “sick unto death,” underlining the phrase; 
that it was ‘only a question of how long his 
strength would hoid out,” and that he had been 
delirious since the previous Sunday. The last 
of these statements was absolutely untrue; the 
other two were not at that time believed by auy 
person except herself, and seemed toimply a 
belief copsistent with her putting him to death 
by siow poison. From the following day he got 
rapidly worse; on the Friday his case was hope- 
ne} and onthe Saturday evening, May 11, he 

ed. 

The best review of the evidence in regard to 
Mre. Maybrick’s relations with the man Brier- 
ley is to be fuund in the Juage’s charge to the 
jury. ‘here was no doubt whatever that the 
prisoner did carry on an adulterous intercourse 
with the man Brierley in London. She had, in 
fact, admitted it herself, -1t was not desirable 
or necessary to read the correspondence be- 
tween the prisoner and the hotel proprietor. 
He must, however, puint out as a most remark- 
able feature that Brierley was not the first per- 
son Who appeared at that hotel, and who ap- 
peared in a very questiouable position. Some 
man was with her before Brierley came, and 
passed with her w very large portion of the day. 
She was undoubtedly with Brierley at the hotel, 
and slept with him for two or three nights. 
Certain letters were found io her room, and it 
did seem a most extraordinary thing that any 
woman whvu had apy regard for her character 
and reputation should not have destroyed 
those letters. The guilty visit to London 
had excited great anxiety in the minds of cer- 
tain friends in London, who complained bitter- 
ly of the mass of falsehood which she haa told 
them. There was no question that these Jalse- 
hoods were connected with the disgraceful in- 
tricue with Brierley. (His Lordship then read 
a letter from Mrs. Margaret Baillie, which had 
been referred to in the course of the evidences,) 
That letter distinctly charged the prisoner with 
systemutic falsehood. There was another letter 
signed, * Your sincere friend, John,” written on 
May 3, which was a very strange letter, and 
again accused the prisoner of falsehood. This 
“John” was probably the man who took her out 
on her arrival in Loudon. ‘lhe letter was dated 
from the Junior Travelers’ Club. 

His Lordship then read a letter signed “ a; B.” 
which had been found in the prisoner's pos- 
session, and which his Lordship said was not 
ot very great importance. ‘those were spevi- 
mens of the correspondence which she was car- 
rysing on when she wrote the letter of May 8&8, 
which wasof such terrible importance. That 
was the day on which Nurse Gore came into 
charge, and on which, according to the prison- 
er’s statement, she was feeling so intensely the 
degradation of having been superseded in her 
own bouse. His Lordship then read the letter 
in which the expression * sick unto death’’ was 
employed, and said that ‘he must point out 
that the evidence of the doctors upon this 
question of the state 1n which the deceased was 
was directly contrary to the statement which 
she had made. It was not true that the deceasd 
had been delirious since Sunday, as she said. 
That was the letter which came into Mr. Edwin 
Mays brick’s possession, and was shown by him 
to Mr. Michael Maybrick. In order that no in- 
justice might be dune upon this matter it be- 
came necessary to read again Dr. Humpnhreys’s 
evidence as to the state of the aeceased on that 
day, which his Lordship then did. It was evi- 
dent that she wished Brierley to believe thather 
husband was very ill and likely to die. 

The post-mortem examination of Mr, May- 
brick’s body revealed the fact that 1t contained 
less than ouvue-hundredth of a grain of arsenio, 
But in Mrs. Maybrick’s dressing room were 
found quantities of the deaidiy drug. There 
were haif a dozen fly papers containing arsenic 
soaking in water, @ cardboard box containing 
arsenic marked ** Poison for rats,’”’ ana six or 
eight bottles all containing solutions of arsenic, 

t was insistead by a variety of eminent medi- 
cal men, headed by Dr. Tidy, the well-known 
writer and lecturer on forensic medicine, and 
Dr. Macnamara of the Irish College of Surgeons, 
that Mr. Maybrick did not die of arsenic at all. 
Every one admitted that he died of inflamma- 
tion of the stomach and intestines, which doo- 
tors cali gastro-enteritis; and, further, that 
arsenic Causes death by producing gastro- 
enteritis, But Dr. Tidy and othera swore posi- 
tively thata man could not die of arsenic un- 
less he suffered from four main symptoms, or, 
at apy rate, seme of them. These sre violent 
and persisteut vomiting and purging, acute 
pain in the pitof the stuimacnh, soreness of the 
eyes, and crampin the caives of the legs; and 
tuat they gathered from the report of the physi- 
cians who attended the case that, ex- 
cept vomiting, none of these symptoms 
were observed. They declared that gastro-en- 
teritis might be produced by taking certain 
kinds of food affected by certain latent impuri- 
ties, not capable of being specified, and that 
the kinds of food most likely to go bad in this 
mysterious way were sausazes, Cheese, and lob- 
ater. They alao denied that the post-mortem 
symptoms reported by those who had examined 
Mr. Maybrick’s body resembled the post-mor- 
tem symptoms of arsenical poisoning. To this 
it wasteplied that as to vomiting Mr. Maybrick 
was proved to have vomited lung enongh and 
violentiy enough for anything, and that as to 
the other symptoms, Dr. Stevenson and ogher 
eminent doctors did not consider them essential. 
The doctors for the defense explained the arsenio 
found in Maybrick’s body by the fect that, as 
was conclusively proved, he had been in the 
habit three or four years agoof taking medicine 
in which arsenic was an important element, 
There was also evidence, less conclusive, 
that he had continued tbis habit to within 
eighteen months of his death, and it was urged 
that, if he continued it longer still, some small 
quantity of areenic would probably be found in 
his body after his death. 

Mrs. Maybrick, accorting to the English law 
was not called as a witness, but

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to make s statement. She admitted that she 
pad put arsenic in a bottie of meat juice, but 
that ehe had done eo at her husband’s request, 
not knowing what the powder was. The fly 
papers she was using in the preparation of a 
aoe wash, which sbe had learned to make in 

rmany. The jury, however, found the woman 
guilty after being out half an hour.

DOOIORS WHO DISAGREE. 


THE BROWN-SEQUARD ELIXIR DIVIDES 
THE MEDICAL PROFESSION. 


What looks like an interesting controversy 
will be begun in the columns of a local medical 
journal to-day. Dr. Henry P. Loomis of 58 East 
Thirty-fourth-street has been conducting ex- 
periments wits the Brown-téquard elixir, ana 
is ready to explain some of the results he has 
obtained from these experiments. Dr. 
Loomis calls his report an *‘experl- 
mental study of the Brown-Séquard 
theory.” He says that the elixir has 
found good supporters in approved schools of 
medicine. His conclusions from experiments 
are that the fluid is potent to increase the 
strength of the human organism, presumably 
in old men, not by structural change, but by 
nutritive modification; that the alterations in 


muscular structure not essentially allied to old 
age may disappear, and a consequent recovery 
of former power by the tissues may supervene, 
and that finally the subject is worthy of furtber 
experimental investigations. He considered 
that the results claimed to have been obtained 
by the elixir of Brown-Séquard were worthy 
of attention. He tried the mixture himself. 

Beginning his experiments upon Bellevue 

atients, he followed the training established 

y Brown-8équard, His firet patient was a 
shoemaker. e was euffering from emwphy- 
sema, bronchitis, and asthma. Tue bronchitis 
was oured, aithough it was chronic. To 
do away with the asthmatio attacks 
the patient was given “four injections of thirty 
minims each of the elixir every two days.” The 
patient didimprove. But even Dr. Loomis re- 
cords, and in his own words, that the ‘“im- 
at aa in the patient has not been perma- 
nent.” 

Dr. George F. Shrady does not believe in the 
elixir. He intends to say so to-day, and in the 
local medical journal publishing Dr. Loomis’s 
experiments. ‘‘ Dr. Loomis’s experiments,” says 
Ir. shrady, ‘‘are sufficient to satisfy the de- 
mands of legitimate prudence.” He adds that 
it is repugnant to true science to parade crude 
and untried theories before the public as though 
they had received the stamp of authoritative 
approval. Such experiments should be kept 
from the reporter’s eye. 

Dr. Loomis said last night he was sorry he had 
determined to print the result of his experi- 
ments. ‘The Brown-Sequard methods wiil, I’m 
sure,” he said, “be generally adopted by the 
profession. A year will show some big results 
for it, too. No lesser lizht in New-York medical 
ciroles than Dr. Sayre is now giving his atten- 
tion to the subject.”

EMINENT CITIZENS MEET AND FORM A 
NATIONAL LEAGUE, 


SARATOGA, Atlg, 22,—As aresult of conésulta- 
tions had with leading publicists in forty- 
three States and Territories a large and influ- 
ential conference of representatives from 
different sections of the country was held at 
Saratoga Aug. 21 and 22, issuing in the 
formation of the National League for the 
Protection of American Inatitutions. Among 
those present were the Hon. John Jay and the 
Hon. William Allen Butler of New-York, the 
Rev. Dr. Miner and E. A. Studley of Boston, the 
Rev. Dr. Herrick Johnson and Siason Thompson 


of Chicago, the Rev. Drs. Chester ard Cary of 
Washington, the Rev. Dr. McLeod of Indian- 
apolis, the Rev. Jvuseph Cook, and other well- 
kpown public men, lay and clerical. The con- 
ference was also participated in through com- 
munications from many eminent citizens, 
including Governors,Senators, Representatives, 
Presidents and professors of colleges, editors 
and clergymen, &c. Papers were read from 
Bishop Arthur Cleveland Coxe, the Rev. Dr. 
Thomas Hill, ex-Presideut of Harvard Univer- 
sity; the Hon. John Jay, and others. 

After thorough discussion a constitution 
was adopted, in which the objects of 
the league are stated as follows: To 
secure constitutional. and legislative safe- 
guards for the protection of the common 
school system and other American inatitations 
and to prevent ajll sectarian or denomi- 
national appropriations of ublic funds, 
Ita officers are the Hon. ohn Jay of 
New-York, President; the Rev. Dr. James 
B. Dunn of Boston Secretary, with Vice 
Presidents from the several States, and a 
board of twenty-four managers. The immedi- 
ate efforts of tne league will be directed to secur- 
ing a Constitutional awendment kindred to the 
Edmunds bill of 1876 formulated by the Senate 
Judiciary Committee and supported by the 
Senate 28 to 16.

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4 GRAND EXCURSION FOR THE INTER- 
NATIONAL CONGRESSMEN. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—The International 
American Congress will meet at Washington 
at noon upon the 2d of October next and 
will be attended by from fifty to sixty 
delegates, including some of the most 
distinguished men of Central and South 
America. It is not expected that the 
congress will do more than perfect ite organi- 
zation at the first sitting, and it 1s probable 
that a reception will be tendered the delegates 
by the President that evening. Upon the fol- 
lowing morning the party will start upon the 
excursion tendered the foreign delegates by the 
Government of the United States. 

Arrangements have been made with the Penn- 
sylvania Kallway Company to tuke charge of 
the excursion, which will be underthe direc- 
tion of Mr. George W. Boyd, the Assistant 
General Passenger Agent, and William E Cur- 
tia, the representative of the State Department. 
A gpecial train of Pullman cars, with dining 
care, bath rooms, barber’s shop, and other novel 
eonveniences will be provided—such a train as 
Cannot be seen anywhere else in the world, 
The party will leave Washington at 10 o’ciock 
on the morning of Thureday, Oot. 8, and take 
the Fall River boat for Boston, at New-York 
that evening. The next ten days will be spent 
visiting the commercial! aud manufacturing cen- 
tres of New-Evugiand and Nortbern New-York, 
with a day at West Point Military Academy. 
From here the party will go to Niagara Fails, 
to Buffalo, Cleveland, Detruit, Chicago, and the 
large cities of the Northwest. From Minneapo- 
lie the special train will run down via Sioux 
City and Omaha to ort Leavenworth, 
and return to 8t. Louls via Kansas City. 
The capitals of Illinola and Indiana 
and the natural gas region will be 
visited ep route to Cincinnati, where on Nov. 5 
the delegates from Central and South America 
will buve an opportunity to see how an election 
is conducted ib the great North American Re- 
public. From Cincinnati the party will be 
taken to Mawmoth Cave, and thea either go 
through the Southern States or journey eust- 
ward, stopping at Pittsburg, Altoona, and other 
cities en route. 

Frow Harrisburg the train will run to Menlo 
Park, where the party will inspect the labora- 
tories of Mr. Edison and return to Philadelphia. 
Here three days will be spent, and Wilmington 
and the ship yards at Chester will be visited on 
the way to Washington, where the party will 
arrive onthe 14th of November. The origi- 
nal plan was to take the party through 
the Southern States from Cincinnati and Louis 
ville to New-Orleans by way of Nashville, Mem- 
phis, and Vicksburg, and to return to Washing- 
tou by way of Birmingham, Atlanta, Charles- 
ton, and Richmond, and it may yet ve decided 
to do so; but, in order tbat more time 
may be devoted to the South, it has 
beén suggested by leading Southero 
men thatthe excursion through that section 
be deferred until later in the season, when the 
Winter hotels will be open and the famous re- 
sorts can be seen at their beat. Whatever the 
tinal decision may be, the journey througb the 
Bouth will include visita to Knoxville, Nash- 
ville, Memphis, Chattanooga, Vicksburg, New- 
Orleans, Mobile, Montgomery, Birmingham, At- 
lanta, Macon, Augusta, 8t. Augustine, Jackson- 
ville, Savannabd, Charieston, Columbia, Wilming- 
ton, Richmond, and Norfolk, with other places 
en route.

THE RAILROAD OUTWIITTED. 


ITS LAWYERS WERE KEEN, BUT THE 
OTHER SIDE CAME OUT AHEAD. 


There has been some lively litigation on the 
part of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
for a right of way for its Waverly Branch across 
the Currie estate in Greenvilie. The Curries 
demfndea about $200,000. The railr®ad com- 
pany would not pay it, and a commission ap- 
pointed to condemn the land awarded the 
Curries about $40,000. The Curries were not 
sutistied with the award, but the railroad was, 


and, assuming that the Curries would appeal, 
set to work at once to defeat them. 

The law is that if the money awarded be paid 
into court before the appeal papers are filed the 
appeal cannot be taken. Itis said tbat in an- 
ticipation of the award Messrs. Vredenbergh & 
Gawtron, the railroad’s lawyers, had the order 
of condemnation drawn up and a stranger in 
court to hear whatthe award was. He was taken 
for a New-York reporter, but he was on hand 
really to learn the amount of the award, that 
the figures might be inserted in the order and 
the cash paid at once. The award had scarcely 
been made before the order, all ready for signa- 
ture, was put before:the Commissioners and 
signed, and within three hours the railroad 
company had paid the amount Into court. 

When Mr, Vredenbergh called on the Curries’ 
lawyers to serve en them botice of the payment 
of the money and the consequent blocking of 
the appeal, he was dumfounded to learn that 
the other side bad been as active as be had 
been, and had perfected their appeal twenty 
minutes before.

JUDGE CODEY’S OPINION. 

CuHIcaGo, Aug. 22.—The Western and North- 
western railway Managers are much concerned 
over the notification given them by Chairman 
Cooley of the Inter-State Commerce Commis: 
sion. Jh an interview in regard to this notifica- 
tion Judge Cooley this evening said: “In my 
opinion the recent assumption of authority by 
the roads, severaliy, to make through rates by 
merely publishing a notice of what they should 
accept as their divisions is something 
not warranted by law. In legal effect it 
only makes a local rate to which other 
local rates must conform. I have given the 


roads to understand that, in my opinion, when 
circumstances justify the making of rates which 
ignore the long and short haul clause of the 
statute, the rates actually made must be reason- 
abie when compared one with the other. The 
great disparity that is now made between long- 
haul rates and short-haul rates on the lines be- 
tween Chicago and 8t. Paul would of itaelf 
make the latter illegal and indefensible. If main- 
tained it will compel the commission to make 
an order reducing them to the proper propor- 
tion. I have called the attention of the man- 
agers to the fact that when they exacted ex- 
oessive short-haul rates they rendered them- 
selves liable in every instance to an action on 
vehalf of any person who had been compelled to 
pay the same.” 

Vadge Cooley says the notification sent the 
roads must be recognized and the managers 
must act accordingly. 

At the afternoon session of the Western 
Freight Association, Chairman Faithorn com- 
mupicated Judge Cooley’s notification that the 
roads were offending against the law in making 
a@ low proportional tariff from Chicago to St. 
Paul on tratfic originating at the seaboard while 
keeping local rates on a higher basis. Immedi- 
ately General Manager Egan of the Chicago, 
St. Paul and Kansas City announced that in 
order to be in accerd with the law he would ap- 
ply the proportional rates on local trattic, be- 
ginning atonce. This was a surprise to the 
other roads, as none of them, of course, can do 
buainess atsuch rates except ataloss. With- 
out taking united action the meeting adjourned 
until to-morrow morning in order to give offi 
Long of some of the roads anopportunity to con- 
Bult. 


SCHEME OF CONSOLIDATION. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 22.—A local paper says: “A 
report was current yesterday that a movement 
was on foot to consvlidate the Chicago and 
Northwestern and Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul systems. The idea is that a syndicate 
composed of the Vanderbilts, who now control 
the Northwestern, and Drexel, Morgan & Co., 
who hoid acontrolling interestin the Milwaukes 
and St. Paul, may take hold of the property and 


issue new stock for both roads, the syndicate 
pledging itself to floats the one-hundred-and- 
fifty-milllon-dollar new bonds of the Milwaukee 
and St. Paul, 

** People in this city connected with the latter 
Toad say the report is atupid, and that no such 
move is contemplated. There are mong otuers, 
however, Who seem to think the plan is nut so 
stupid as claimed, and thatthe Vanderbilts may 
try to get control of the St. Paul, and thus stop 
the disastrous competition between that road 
and the Northwestern. The Vanderbilts have 
lately been extending their system in the South- 
west and South by absorbing the ‘Biz Four’ 
and the Chesapeake and Ohio, and there isa 
probability that they may do the game thing in 
the Northwest.”

Yet this 
record breaker couldn’t run fast enough at 
Monmouth Park to beat even a lot of selling 
platera. ‘he itmmacuiate Mr, Morris had, how- 
ever, probably aecided to cuc his colt loose on 
this occasion, because at the opening of the bet- 
ting the ods were 10 td 1 against Lim, and the 
coit was buc&ed 80 weil that at the close only 6 
or7tol could be had against bim. Mr, Cald- 
well got the horses away to a spiendid start, 
and Britannic, Emotion, Volunteer, and Tip- 
siatl jumped out io the first furlong and at 
once began racing In great shape, with Badge 
just behind them. Before the first quarter 
pole was passed ‘Lipstaft, who was in the centre 
of the track, had got his nose in front of his 
pompetitors, aud Mosier’s vigorous riding kept 
jt there to the end of toe run, though Volunteer 
pnd Britannic kept him dangerously close com- 
pany.

TOBACCO AND 


CONDITION OF BOTE 
ENGLAND AND 
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CROPS IN NEW- 
ELSEW HERE, 

SPRINGIIELD, Mess., Aug. 22.—Speciat reports 
to the New-ingland Homestead from all of the 
seed leaf tobacco growing sections of the United 
States indicate a fair yield of good average 
quality. Farmers have generally sold out their 
oid crops, and the prospect for reasonably good 
prices is exeellent. The acreage in the Con- 
necticut Valley has increased over that of last 
year, but, of course, is nothing to wha! 1t was 
ten years ayo, while the acreage in the Housa- 
tonic Valiey is larger than ever. 

The crop is» idrgze in both Valleys, and in the 
heaviest tobacco-growing towns, such as Hat 
field, East Hartford, and South Windsor, which 
togsther have nearly three thousand acres, the 
quality was never better, although the yieid is 
perhaps two hundred pounds per acre less than 
last year. Very few offers have yet been made 
for the new crop, for which growers expect 
from 10 to 20 cents per pound. The crop will 
be two-thirds harvested this week, and the re- 
mainder will be put in by September. 

In New-York State the crop in Onondaga 
County is grown on more acres than lasi year, 
but the yield per acre is less ana ten days mora 
ot good weather wili be needed to perfeet the 
late-set plants. The quality is excellent on the 
uplands, but here, as elsewhere in the Chomunyg 
Valley and Big Flats District, the crop on low 
lard has been injured by the wet. 

The crop in botb sections is largely Havana, 
asitigin Massachusstis, the finest seed leaf 
being raised in East Hartford. The Pennsyl- 
vania crop occupies fully as many acres as last 
year, including 15,000 acresin the single county 
of Lancaster. There is a tendency on the part 
of growets to set larger patches of tobacco year- 
ly, but comparatively few farmers new to tho 
business embark in it. 

The crop ia about equally divided between 
gsed leaf aud Havana seed. The yield as well 
as the quality will be fully up to the standard, 
pet leas than 45,000 cases in Lencaster Counts, 
where it averages 1,450 pounds of seed lear and 
110 pounds of Havana seed peracrse. The crup 
will be mostly housed by the end of the week. 
Twenty cents bas been offered im one case for 
the first and second grades, with the fillers 
thrown in. 

Wisconsin has about 10 per cent. more acres 
in tobacco this year than lust. ‘he seasou has 
been very forward and much of the earlier set 
is already housed, while the later is doing 
nicely. 

The enormous apple crop of last year is suc- 
ceeded this year by a comparatively short yleid 
in the greatapple belt. The Englisn crop is 
also light, and an active export demand and 
fair prices are anticipated. 

The Homestead reports the condition of the 
apple crop in New-England, New-York, and 
Michigan at only 65 per cent. of a full crop, 
against 79 per cent. at the same date last 
year and 65 per cent. two years ago. The 
crop is especially short in New-York, where 
it will be hardly balf as large as usual and is 
rated at only 45, against 75 at this time last 
year. The crop was never poorer in quality in 
New-York, mafiy of the apples being wormy, 
while numerous orchards are afiected with 
blight. 

Obio fruit is not holding up its good condition. 
Aprice set abundantly in the great apple belt 
of Southwesteru Michigan are more or less 
imperfect, The same report comes from [llinois. 

in New-England the crop is bad in the three 
Southern States, averaging 73, against 75 last 
year. But the average for Maine, New-Hamp- 
shire, and Vermont is only 66 this season. There 
will not be more than three-quarters of a crop 
in Maine at the beat. 

In the apple belt of Nova Scotia, principally 
Annapolis and Kings Counties,:a shortage of 
Winter fruit is also reported, and the surplus 
in that section forexport will be only 50,000 
barrels, against 100,000 barrels last year. In 
other sections of Canada, principally the West 
Ontario apple region, the crop is also short.

The first meeting of the World’s Fair 
Committee on.Site and Buildings was not 
altogether so harmonious as that of the 
Finance Committee, but the question with 
which the committee has to dealis one that 
excites more popular interest and is likely 
to produce more divergence of opinion.

Whether 
Judge HILTON or Mr. BLIiss is nght 
in his recollection about the proposition to 
use it for a similar purpose in 1883, it is 
certain that the proposition itself produced 
the division in the sentiment of the com- 
munity which wrecked the whole scheme. 
It would cause contention and division to 
entertain the proposition now, and the only 
way te avoid that calamity is to leave 
Central Park wholly out of the calculation 
from the start. Then there would be every 
thance of harmony in the committee and of 
anequiescence on the part of the public in 
the final choice. 











MAHONE’S convention of obedient pup- 
pets cairied-out his programme at Norfolk 
yesterday with as much promptness and 
dispatch as'was consistent with a show of 
volition on the part of those selected for 
the-various;parts in the performance. The 
first thing after a permanent organization 
was effected'in the evening was the reading 
of a blatant stump speech, brought from 
Petersburg in type, toservethe purpose.of a 
platform. About the only definite meaning 
that can be extracted from it is that 
MAHONE is in favor of protection, because, 
among:other things, it “affords abundant 
means to pursue the noble scheme of 
patriotism and statesmanship thrice pro- 
claimed by a Republican Senate in the 
Blair bill.” To the stump speech were ap- 
pended some declaratiens in favor of re- 
monetizing silver, fostering the oyster, &c,, 
and the whole thing was adopted with the 
same unanimity with which any other rig- 
marole.from MAHONE would have been ac- 
cepted. Then MAHONE was named as the 
candidate for Governor by the obedient Mr. 
‘LAMB and seconded several times over by 
those designated to make speeches, and the 
‘nomination was made by acclamation. 
Next it was discovered that MAHONE’s can- 
‘didate for Lieutenant Governor bore the 
picturesque name of CAMPBELL SLEMP, 
and his choice for Attorney General was 
WaRREN Lurty. The delegates dutifully 
ratified the choice of the ‘ boss.” The 
nomiuation of MAHONE for the head of the 
ticket gives to the contest in Virginia a 
clearness and directness that are quite de- 
sirable. It is the Democratic Party against 
him and his machine.

There is nothing more 
ridiculous than the notion of hiring 
steamship companies with subsidies to 
prepare for a trade that our tariff makes 
impossible. The real motive of such sub- 1 
sidies is private gain. That is what makes 
it acceptable to the high protectionist, 
whose motive is the same. But subsidies 
would really only be an added burden 
to the commerce already heavily weighed 
down. What we need, and all that we 
need, to establish trade with South Amer- 
ica is the repeal of the restrictions we have 
placed on that trade. Until we are prepared 
to do this simple act of justice to our own 
business men, all talk about fostering trade 
is pare nonsense. 








The Grand Army of the Republic seems 
likely to have a large attendance at its 
National Encampment next week in spite of 
of the division of opinion on the question 
of railroad fares. Some of the Mississippi 
Valley comrades have become alive to the 
fact that witn St. Louis, Columbus, and Mil- 
waukee furnishing the sites three years in 
succession the East will put in a strong 
claim for next year’s encampment, and they 
may find it less convenient and more costly 
te attend that gathering. Milwaukee, too, 
with her naval battle show and a series of 
concerts, has prepared to make the meeting 
something of a general Summer festival, so 
that there will probably be a large con- 
course of sightseers independently of those 
specially interested in the Grand Army. 
Besides, the officers in the organization, 
more particularly that of Commander in 
Chief, are much sought after, and friends 
of the candidates will be urged to rally in 
force. At all events, the proposed boycott 
on the railroads is not going to be a severe 
one, and the degree of concession made by 
some of them will be accepted in lack of a 
greater by many who do not like to miss 
this annual gathering of old comrades. 








The final scene in Hayti’s civil war, 
namely, the overthrow of Li&GITIME, hav- 
ing been more than once prematurely an- 
nounced by the partisans of HIPPOLYTE 
and then unavoidably postponed, all pre- 
dictions on that subject must be received 
with great caution.

the intervention of his country in behalf of 
LEGITIME. Still the recent news unfavor- 
able to LEGITIME comes from the Hippo- 
lyte side,and a bulletin from the other 
party would be sure to tell a different 
story. The conclusion, however, is inevi- 
table that the riva] forces are at length in a 
position where an armistice ought to be 
made and a peaceable arrangement then 
effected between the rivals, possibly look- 
ing to a new election of President. Nearly 
@ year has now elapsed since the beginning 
of the present civil war. 








THE DEMANDS ON THE TREASORY. 

It is inevitable that the abnormal system 
of overtaxation which takes money out of 
the hands of the people and puts it need- 
lessly into the vaults of the Treasury should 
make its evil effects felt more keenly in the 
Autumn of the year than at any other sea- 
son, because it is at that season that a con- 
siderably larger amount of money is needed 
to bring the staple crops of the country to 
market. The effect on the current rates of 
interest has been much less in this centre 
of late years than formerly, because the 
national banking system has distributed 
the credit establishments of the Union far 
and wide throughout the West and South. 
More money is needed than ever before, 
but on the one hand more is available and 
on the other the machinery for securing 
credits on actual transactions is still more 
extended. The old-time steadily-recurring 
periods of congestion and exhaustion in the 
meney market of New-York, if they have not 
entirely disappeared, have been very sub- 
stantially modified. There is still felt here, 
however, a regularly-increased pressure for 
money, which is now being experienced, 
though in a mild form, and rather in an- 
ticipation than from real necessity. With 
its arrival, the question of the action of 
the Treasury is discussed with increasing 
zeal, if not with greater wisdom. 

Last year, it will be remembered, though 
some ‘‘statesmen” would be glad to have it 
forgotten. Mr, CLEVELAND’s Administra- 
tion was boldly accused of hoarding the 
money in the Treasury in order to exert an 
influence in favor of the policy of tax re- 
duction. This impudent charge, which may 
have been ignorantly made by the minor 
political organs, was known to be false by 
the chief authors and publishers of it. Mr. 
BLAINE surpassed himself in the assurance 
with which he piled untruth upon untruth 
in the matter, and some of his statements 
were repeated by Mr. Harrison himself, 
though the latter may be held not to have 
known how baseless they were. On the 
other hand, the Cleveland Administration 
was accused of lending this surplus money 
to favored banks without interest, instead 
of buying bonds with it, and Mr. Harrison 
calmly asked why, if it was good policy for 
@ banker to use his surplus funds to buy in 
his own indebtedness, it was not equally 
good policy for the Government to do the 
same thing, instead of lending those funds 
without interest. Well, Mr. HARRISON is 
in Mr. CLEVELAND’s place now, and Mr. 
‘WINDOoM has succeeded Mr. Faircui.p, 
and they are doing precisely what their 
predecessors did. The Harrison Adninis- 
tration is “‘ nursing the surplus,” and Mr. 
Winpom is lending the Treasury money 





| publics will seek the best markets for their 
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banks that Mr. Farrcuip lent it to. The 
demand for money is greater than it was 
then, The disturbance of the market from 
the artificial position of the Treasury is 
greater than it wasthen. The pressure for 
*‘relief” is more distinct and the evils of 
the situation are more obvious. But the 
organs are as dumb as fishes over the duty 
of the Treasury. The policy that was so 
wicked that Mr. BuLaIng suggested im- 
peachment of those who were responsible 
for it does not evoke a whisper of comment, 
much less a murmur of protest. That is 
politics. Iltis very mean and base and cow- 
ardly politics, too, and it puts the Repub- 
lican leaders in a very discreditable light. 
But, as a matter of fact, the Administra- 

tion is helpless. It cannot do very differ- 
ently from what it is doing for the present, 
The situation is utterly false and cannot be 
met. It is not the fault of Mr. WINDOM any 
more than it was that of Mr. FAIRCHILD, 
and the one is-as powerless to change it as 
was the other. The difference lies in the 
fact that the Cleveland Administration 
recognized the true state of things, saw the 

source of the evil in overtaxation, and 
proposed a sensible and adequate remedy 
for it, while the Harrison Administration, 

though it cannot help recognizing the evil, 

will not consent to any remedy for it that 
is at allsufficient. So far as the immediate 
future is concerned, the waiting policy of 
Mr. Wrixpoo is far the safest that could be 
adopted. There is nothing that he can do 

that might not produce more harm than 

good. The chief mischief just now is the 
hope and belief that the Treasury can do 
something, not to relieve stringency, for 
there is nothing like stringency felt 

as yet, but to prevent stringency. If noth- 

ing is done the country will adjust itself as 
far as possible to the need of getting on 

without Treasury help. If, on the contra- 

ry, as is gravely urged by some, the Treas- 

ury steps in to give the market an antici- 

patory stimulus, it will run a grave risk of 

creating a necessity for something more, 
much more, which it cannot furnish. In 

the meantime it is well to reflect that there 
is no real relief to be had except in the re- 
duction of the taxes which interfere with 

and hamper commerce and industry. 








THE NEGRO QUESTION. 


There seems to have been little progress 
made in dividing the negro vote in the 
South. Otherwise the Democrats in Vir- 
ginia would not base their canvass so 
largely on the race issue. They evidently 
have no hope of gaining negro support for 
their own ticket, and hence they will try 
to win votes from white Republicans 
through fear of what they call ‘‘negro 
domination.” By this they seem to mean 
simply the placing of public offices in the 
hands of colored men. Their enemies in the 
Northern States are likely to attribute this 
aversion to negroes in office to. race preju- 
dice, but it has a more substantial basis 
than that. About three-sevenths of the 
population of Virginia is colored, and 
there is no denying that this contains 
a, large proportion of ignorance and 
asmall ratio of real fitness and capacity 
for the duties and responsibilities of the 
public service. The number of negroes in 
any of the old slave States who are fairly 
qualified by intelligence, character, and 
training to take part in legislation or ad- 
ministration with salutary results for the 
public interests is undoubtedly small. Even 
in local offices they rarely exhibit capacity 
and integrity, and there is little wonder 
that the whites, who pay the bulk of the 
taxes and have the largest interest in a ca- 
pable and honest management of public af- 
fairs, are averse to intrusting them with 
power. It would be the same in any North- 
ern State if the colored population were 
large enough to cause any apprehension. 

If it were practicable in admitting the 
colored citizens of the South to a share in 
the work of local or State Government to 
secure the selection only of those of the 
highest intelligence and the best char- 
acter it would involve no element of 
danger and probably excite no violent op- 
position. But so long as their votes are 
massed together in one party and they 
constitute the greater part of its voting 
strength there can be no assurance of this. 
No body of ignorant voters will exercise 
an intelligent discrimination and give their 
support only to worthy and capable men. 
On the contrary, they are sure to be led by 
artful and unscrupulous demagogues. Such 
of the Southern negroes as take an active 
part in politics seem to be peculiarly 
addicted te claiming for themselves a share 
in public employment as a reward for their 
activity, without regard to their qualifica- 
tions for office. They demand ‘“‘ recogni- 
tion” in proportion to their numbers and 
not in proportion to their capacity for pub- 
lic duties. It is but natural that they 
should be incapable of judging of the lat- 
ter and unwilling to admit their inferi- 
ority. What negro domination really 
means was conspicuously illustrated in 
South Carolina in the days of reconstruc- 
tion, when there was a carnival of ineffi- 
ciency, extravagance, and corruption. It 
is no wonder that the white people of the 
South dread the return of such a state of 
things and are determined not to tolerate it. 

This determination seems to be no longer 
confined to the Democrats.. With the de- 
velopment of industries and trades there is 
a growing sentiment of conservatism which 
fears the result of conceding any large in- 
fluence in legislation or administration to 
the negro race in its present condition. It 
has led to an effort in certain States to re- 
organize the Republican Party under white 
control, but this excites at once the resent- 
ment of the colored voters, and without 
them the Republican Partyin the South has 
po power. Few of the negroes have any 
conception of financial or economical poli- 
cies, and Southern protectionists who un- 
dertake to organize a party cannot secure 
their support by argument upon questions 
which they do not understand and take no 
interest in. Their votes cannot be secured 
by appeals to convictions which they do 
not have. What they want is equality of 
rights, which to them means and equal 
chance in politics and in public office. Re- 
publicans who are not willing to give them 
that they regard as no longer their friends. 

The colored vote in the South ts threaten- 
ing to become as troublesome a factor to 
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latter have fought against it. They have 
tried to suppreas or to neutralize it, to do 
anything with it except to permit its con- 
trol in public affairs. The Republicans 
have tried to use it, but either without 
effect or with bad effects. They cannot get 
rid of it, and yet it is an incubus upon all 
their efforts to divide the South upon any 
national issue. It is the colored vote 
massed in one party that keeps the South 
solid for the other party, and it will keep 
it solid so long as there is danger that this 
vote may be the controlling force in local 
and State Government. Nothing would 
lead to an approximately equal divis- 
fon of the white vote except a cor 
responding division of the negro vote, 
and it will not divide. Neither party has 
made any intelligent effort to divide it, but 
1t is difficult to see how to doit. The Dem- 
ocrate have not sought to win it over, while 
the Republicans have striven to keep it to- 
gether, and there is not sufficient intelli- 
gent independence in it to produce a spon- 
taneous division. There it is, a stelid mass, 
weighing down and obstructing the party 
to which it is attached and exciting the 
unyielding hostility of the other party. We 
see no solutien to the problem except in the 
elevation and progress of the negroes them- 
selves, and that process is painfully slow. 








RING PRICES AND COMPETITION. 
The recent decision of the English Court 
of Appeal in the important case of The 
Mogul Steamship Company against Mc- 
GREGOR, Gow & Co., and others, to which 
we have already directed attention, was to 
the effect that English courts would not 
interfere to prevent a combination of 
manufacturers or traders from driving an 
independent competitor out of business by 
temporarily reducing the price of goods or 
services to a point where it should be un- 
profitable to either party. This decision 
was based upon the doctrine that there 
ought to be no interference on the part of 
the Government, and the law for the relief 
of any manufacturer or trader who is suf- 
fering loss by reason of severe competition, 
when such competition is not accompanied 
by intimidation, violence, fraud, or other 
acts that are clearly forbidden by law. *# 
It was held “that although the extreme 
competition in this case was carried on by 
aring and designed by the ring to drive 
out of business an independent trader, 
there was no legal ground for interference, 
because the ring was not an unlawful com- 
bination and was not acting in an unlaw- 
ful manner. And yetit was admitted that 
the sole purpose of the ring was, by remov- 
ing a rival, to obtain power to raise safely 
the prices which it had temporarily de- 
pressed below the line of profit. As Lord 
Justice Fry said, ** The scheme of the ‘con- 
ference’ was by means of competition in 
the near future to prevent competition in 
the remoter future.” The court was not 
called upon, however, to deal directly with 
® suppression of competition, but to say 
whether a trader injured pecuniarily by 
severe competition was entitled to recover 
damages. In the opinion of only one of 
the three Judges this remedy was open to 
him, 
Combinations in this country, while 
striving to suppress independent producers, 
have, as a rule, found means less costly 
than a direct reduction of prices to a point 
below the line of profitable trade. The 
Standard Oil Trust crushed independent 
competitors by iniquitous bargains with 
railroad companies, thus greatly increasing 
the relative cost of the independent re- 
finers’ oil when delivered in the market. 
In certain districts it has brdken down 
weak rivals by making an extraordinary 
reduction of price fora time, but in most 
cases it has preferred to accomplish its ends 
by conspiring with railroad companies to 
exact from every independent refiner a 
heavy and ruinous tax. Such discrimina- 
tion in freight charges is now forbidden by 
statute. The so-called Envelope Trust 
sought to prevent the profitable manufact- 
ure of envelopes outside of the combina- 
tion by obtaining control of the shops in 
which the indispensable machines are 
made, The promoters of the proposed Salt 
Trust boldly gave notice in their prospectus 
that they intended to use the profits of the 
entire combination in meeting any ‘'‘at- 
tack” that should be made upon the fixed 
ring price in any one district. The Whisky 
Trust warned the two or three independent 
distillers at one of its regular meetings 
some months ago that they ‘*could hope for 
no profits,” because it was the policy of the 
Trust to ‘‘vanquish” them ‘even if it 
should become necessary for the accom- 
plishment of this purpose to put prices so 
low that the earning power of the Trust 
will not permit the paying of any dividend 
or even the regular fixed charges.” The 
independent distillers assert that the 
Trust’s competition in the matter of prices 
has been accompanied by acts of malice. 
Suits at law have been brought in this 
country by two or three independent manu- 
facturers to recover damages for loss suf- 
fered under the action of a combination, 
but in these cases the injury was inflicted 
not by the ring directly interested but by 
a second ring that controlled and supplied 
the raw material used by the first. We do 
not know that any one of these suits has 
come totrial. The memorable suit against 
abranch of the Standard Oil Trust in 
Buttalo was one in which the defendants 
were charged with having sought to destroy 
the factory of an independent refiner by 
causing an explosion in it, and competitive 
prices were not involved. The defendants 
were convicted. In the suits brought by 
GreorGrE Ricz, the independent refiner of 
petroleum, the defendants were railroad 
companies that had discriminated against 
him and in favor of the Standard Oil Trust 
inthe matter of transportation charges. 
The suit brought by the people in this State 
against certain corporations that are mem- 
bers of the Sugar Trust relates to the pow- 
ets and duties of corporations chartered by 
the State, and no question concerning com- 
petitive prices is primarily and directly in- 
volved. Noone has brought suit in this 
country asking for relief and damages on 
the ground that by reducing the price of a 
commodity to consumers a combination has 
deprived him of profitable trade and thus 
¢aused him to suffer loss. 





In some cases Trusts and other large 
‘combinations have reached an amicable 


understanding with the few producers re- 
maining outside of the ring. It is stated 
that for some time before the recent en- 
largement of the White Lead Trust the 
companies then outside of the Trust, and 
now in it, were maintaining by agreement 
the Trust’s prices, Although it does not 
appear that the few independent refiners 
of sugar have any understanding with the 
Sugar Trust, their prices are but a shade 
lower than those of the Trust, and the 
Trust has not undertaken to drive them 
out ef business by selling sugar in their 
markets below cost. It has not subjected 
them to the ‘extreme competition” that 
was the ground of the complaint in the 
Mogul steamship case. The Whisky Trust 
did, however, begin a war of rates some 
months ago and has proclaimed an inten- 
tion to carry it on. 

It is reported that in certain markets 
buyers of refined petroleum, linseed oil, 
white lead, and turpentine are allowed a 
considerable rebate at the end of each year 
if they shall have bought their entire sup- 
ply of these four commodities from one and 
the same seller or agent: The Standard 
Oil Trust, it is said, controls the production 
and sale of turpentine, and some of its offi- 
cers are deeply interested in the White 
Lead Trust, with which the Linseed Oil 
Trust is affiliated. For these reasons it 
would be easy to make such a combination 
for sales and rebates as has been described. 
An independent producer of any one of the 
four commodities would be ata great dis- 
advantage, and his condition would closely 
resemble that of the Mogul Steamship 
Company as shown by the evidence in the 
English case. If an independent producer 
who has been deprived of trade by such an 
arrangement for the sale of these four 
commodities asis said to have been made, 
and also by a sharp reduction of rates in 
addition to the rebates, should appeal to 
the courts for relief, the suit would involve 
the questions Taised in the English case. 


While it is not probable that in sucha 
case our courts would undertake to say how 
high or how low a “fair and reasonable 
price” should be, or to check a fall of prices 
due to severe competition, they would take 
notice of the existence and aims and 
methods of the combinations or Trusts in- 
terested, and their opinions as to the law- 
fulness of these combinations and of the 
means employed by them for the ultimate 
suppression of competition might not be in 
accord with those of the majority of the 
Judges of the English Court of Appeal. But 
independent producers who compete with 
actual Trusts in this country as a rule ask 
for nothing more than fair play and do not 
complain of the Trust prices with which 
their own must compete. This is so for the 
reason that the Trusts have so inflated their 
certificate capital and are carrying so many 
idle factories and so much antiquated 
machinery that they cannot afford to reduce 
their prices to a war basis. 








BURGLARY AND MURDER. 


The statute of this State very properly 
defines as murder in the first degree any 
killing done by a person engaged in the 
commission of any felony, even though it 
be done without any design to effect death. 


commission of a crime becomes responsible 
for all the incidental and even accidental 
mischiefs that may result from his under- 
taking. Of late years Brvoklyn has had a 
singularly large number of murders com- 
mitted in this way, more, probably, than 
New-York with its much greater pop- 
ulation. The reason may be that these 
murders are for the most part com- 
mitted by amateurs in crime. Professional 
criminals are aware of the greatness of the 
risk they run ifin the course of their oper- 
ations they cause the death of a human 
being, even though it be by accident or in 
self-defense. They are aware, also, that the 
search for an escaped murderer is much 
more vigilant and pertinacious than the 
search for anescaped burglar, and that the 
chance of immunity is very much smaller if 
they have added homicide to their pro- 
fessional and profitabie crime. It is only 
when it is clearly necessary to escape capt- 
ure that an experienced criminal will com- 
mit murder. In mest cases he will abandon 
his booty with alacrity rather than run the 
risk. 


On the other hand, the young “tough” who 
undertakes predatory excursions because 
he is too lazy and too worthless to get his 
living honestly, but who is nvt yet a pro- 
fessional criminal, is very. ready to add 
‘murder to his crimes. The burglary in 
Brooklyn on Wednesday night was planned 
by professional criminals, but it does not 
appear that the actual murderer had had 
much experience in crime. However that 
may be, his act was an atrocious crime, 
which dees not need the special inclusion 
raade by the statute to be classified as mur- 
der in the first degree. He had provided 
himself with a deadly weapon, especially 
adapted to commit murder, and it is plain 
from his own account that he meant to use 
it in order to make sure of his booty. He 
did not make any effort to abandon his 
plunder and escape, but turned upon his 
victim with a tigerish ferocity as soon as 
he was awake and stabbed him furiously 
and repeatedly. If there ever was a man 
who could be put to no better use than 
hanging McCELVAINE issucha man. It is 
doubtful how far his confederates in the 
burglary can be held answerable for the 
murder, though as to one of them it appears 
that he furnished MCELVaAINE with the 
weapon with which the crime was com- 
mitted, with the expectation that it would 
be used for murder should any occasion 
arise. 

Thesooner the actual murderer and his ac- 
complices, if the crime can be brought home 
to them, are put to death the safer will de- 
cent people be from such murderous assaults. 
But really the important point for decent 
people to consider is the folly of a house- 
holder in resisting a burglar whom he may 
happen to find in his house. While it is 
true that an experienced criminal will do 
murder only with great reluctance, any 
criminal will do murder rather than submit 
to arrest, and he has the householder at an 
immense disadvantage. He is quite certain 
to be armed, he isin the full possession of 
his senses, and he is almost sure to be an 
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man whom he suddenly rouses from sleep. 
No doubt the impulse ef any brave man 
upon finding a thief in his house is one of 
indignation at the fellow’s impudence and 
a@desire to chastise him. Yet by the time 
he is fully aroused the householder has an 
oppertunity for reflection, and he ought to 
reflect how very unequal a contest would 
be unlesg he himself have a weapon within 
reach. His only advantage is a greater 
familiarity than the criminal has with the 
position of objects in his own room, and 
this is not much of an advantage, as every- 
body knows who has had occasion to 
make his way about his own bedroom 
when it fs absolutely dark. As soon 
as he is satistied that the intruder 
is a burglar, he is of course justified in de- 
fending his property and his life, which is 
always more or less imperiled, by killing 
him without a word. If he have the means 
of doing this, and is reasonably sure of doing 
it, itis perhaps his safest and best course. 
But if he have no weapon, nor any clear 
advantage, the best thing for him to do is 
evidently to feign unconsciousness until 
the burglar has left the premises. The 
chance that an ordinary householder 
will be called upon to undergo 
such an ordeal is small, but he 
ought none the less to be prepared for 
it. Two respectable citizens of Brovklyn, 
whose lives were valuable to the com- 
munity and very precious to their families, 
have been murdered within a short time 
because, being themselves defenseless, they 
had grappled with armed burglars in the 
dark. The taking of the perfectly worth- 
less lives of the burglars by the law is a 
very small consolation to the families thus 
deprived of their protectors. 








It is an odd coincidence that on the very 
day when Judge BaRRETT was deciding, 
after a careful examination, that there was 
no good reason for delaying the execution 
of GIBLIN on the strength of the new evi- 
dence alleged to have been discovered, 
Gov. Hitt should have been granting 
GIBLIN a respite on the same allegations. 
It seems an abuse of the power of pardon 
or reprieve to use it in circumstances in 
which an appeal may still be made to the 
courts. An application for pardon or for 
reprieve is an appeal for Executive 
clemency, not for a judicial review, 
Nevertheless the action of the Governor is 
in so far to be commended as it prevents the 
completeness of the execution of five mur- 
derers at ence. Such an event excites a 
morbid curiosity which it is desirable to 
disappoint. To illustrate how extensively 
it prevails, it may be mentioned that last 
week there were circulated throughout 
moral New-England handbills calling at- 
tention to the extensive preparation a 
newspaper in Boston had made for a full 
and thrilling account of the unprecedented 
performance. The existence of the feeling 
to which this sheet appealsis a justification 
for the new law of this State forbidding 
extended accounts of executions.

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ABRAHAM BROWNING. 

Abraham Browning, one of the oldest lawyera 
at the bar of New-Jersey, expired at his home, in 
Camden, N. J., yesterday morning, aged eighty- 
two. For the past five years Mr. Browning had 
been tn failing health, and. had ceased all con- 
nection with active business. He leaves 
widow, two sons, and a daughter. 

Mr. Browning was one of the foremost author- 
ities on constitutional law, which made hima 
formidable opponent in many of the most cel- 
ebrated railroad suits in New-Jersey. He ac- 
quired especial eminence as a national lawyer. 


He became conspicuous in the famous litigation 
of Black against the Pennsylvania Railroad in’ 
1871 over the United Railroads’ lease. 

Mr. Browning never held an ublic position 
excert the Attorney Gen ship. He was a 
member of the convention to revise the Consti- 
tution of New-J yng 6 and the following year he 
was appointed to the first term under it of At- 
torney General by Gov. Stratton. 

Mr. Browning was for thirty years 2 Demo- 
crat, and he diedone. When he began his legal 
career he was a Henry Clay Whig. He was iden- 
tified with the earliest germs of the movement 
which culminated in the organization of the Re- 
publican Party, but he made a contest in 1859 
for the Unit States Senate against Jobn C. 
Ten Eyck, who defeated him, and from that 
moment he went over to the Democrats and 
staid there for good. 

It is said to have been the bitterest disap- 
pointment of his life, and that ever afterward 
all trace of political ambition was effaced from 
his career.

ADAM R. GRAY. 

Adam R. Gray, one of the foremost men of the 
Produce Exchange, died yesterday at his home 
in Clermont-avenue, Brooklyn, aged fifty-five 
years. He was a ready giver to all charities 
in which the Exchange was interested, and 
Inany a member has him to thank for many 
pleasant deeds. He was born in Albany and 
came to this city, entering the forwarding busi- 
ness. Mr. Gray afterward entered the firm of A. 
R. Gray & Co. At the time of his death he was 
in charge of the grain lighterage department of 
the West Shore Railroad and also carried ona 
large grain lighterage business. He was instru- 
rental in bringing to a head the project of hav- 
ing a free canal in this State. At the time of his 
death he was an ofticer of the Produce Exchange 
and Chairman of the Grain Lighterage Co t 
tee. He was one of the Directors of the Produce 
Exchange Bank. He was Past Master of Altair 
Lodge, No. 601, of Masons, and was prominently 
identified with the Dutch Keformed Church in 
Brooklyn.

ANDREW BARSTOW.

JHE OOMMIITEE ON SITE AND 
BUILDINGS MEET. 
OFFICERS CHOSEN AND AN EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE APPOINTED—SOME PRO- 

PROSED SITES DISCUSSED. 


The first meeting of Mayor Grant’s World's 
Fair Committee on Site and Buildings, held 
yesterday afternoon in the Governor’s Room 
atthe City Hal), was more largely attendea 
than the first session of his Finance Committee 
this week. Seven members were absent from 
that assemblage, but only three committeemen 
failed to answer the roil call yesterday, viz., 
James Gordon Bennett, Joseph Pulitzer, and 
D. Willis James. The twenty-two members 
prosent were John T. Agnew, Cornelius N. 
Bliss, Edward Cooper, J. I. C. Clarke, Roswell 
P. Flower, Samuel Gompers, Andrew H. Green, 
Richard M, Hunt, John H..S8tarin, W. W. Astor, 
John Bogart, Charles F. Chandler, John D. 
Crimmins, Cburles A. Dana, John Foord, Will- 
jam R. Greece, Henry Hilton, Arthur Leary, 
Isidor Straus, Henry R. Towne, George Warner, 
and George Jones. 

Mayor Grant: was on hand with Secretary 
Speer sharp.to the hour—3:30—and wasted no 
time in rapping for order. With commendable 
brevity his Houor paved the way for organiza- 
tion. Mr. Agnew moved that Mr. Flower be 
elected Chairman. Mr, Green nominated Mr. 
Dana and ex-Mayor Grace seconded his nomina- 
tion. Then Mr. Flower arose and indorsed the 
nomination. Mr. Dana arose, apparently to 
protest. His voice was drowned in a storm of 
cries for the question. Mayor Grant, as soon as 
the stsrm subsided, remarked that nominations 
were ; still in order. He then turned to Mr. 
Dana, still standing, and asked if he rose to 
nominate any one; if not, he was outof order. 


Mr. Dana sat down reluctantly and the Mayor 
ut'th e question, calling for the yeas and nays. 
‘he vote Was unanimoas, with the exception of 

the lone candidate, and en the announcement 

of the result he took the chair vacated by the 


“yor. 

‘he Chairman declared that he came to the 
meeting with a choice; in fact, he had several 
candidates. He was prepared to vote for either 
Mesers. Green, Grace, or Flower, but, as he had 
been deprived of the pleasare by an act for 
which he was in no way responsible, he saw no 
alternative but to submit gracefully to the de- 
cision of the wajority. He considered it an 
honor, he said, to preside over such a repre- 
sentative body, and would do his duty to the 
Dest of his ability. In conciusion, he asxed the 
pleasure of the meeting. 

Mr. Green at ouce submitted a proposition 
that the committee deem it expedient to organ- 
ize a limited liability company under the Gen- 
eral Incorporation act of 1885. He thought 
this would conduce to the immediate success of 
the movement more than anything else, and 
would be the proper method of procedure in an 
enterprise of this magnitude. Mr. Green spoke 
warmly and earnestly in favorof his suxges- 
tion. 

Mr. Foorad thought that the word “recom. 
mend” should be substituted for ‘‘organize.” 
The proposition was received with cousiderabie 
disfavor, mainly on the ground that 1t was un- 
timely and not within the province of the com- 
mittee. Messrs. Towne, Hunt, and Cooper op- 

osed the resolution, and finally, on motion of 

Ir. Hilton, it was tabled for future cousidera- 
tion. 

The selection of a Secretary occasioned some 
discussion, but Mr. Foord, the only nominee 
who was bamed by ex-Mayor Cooper, Was 
chosen. , 

Mr. Starin precipitated another discussion by 
moving that the Cuairman appoint an Execu- 
tive Committee of seven. The motion was sec- 
pnded by Mr. Bliss, with the amendment that 
Chairman Dana aud Secretary Foord be ex of- 
ficio members. Mr. Towne olfered an awmend- 
ment that there be two committees, one of 
peven on site, and one of five on buildings. 
Mesers. Agnew and Green spoke in opposition. 
Mr. Flower was opposed to the appointment 
of any committee ou site until each individual 
member of the main body bad personally gone 
over the whole ground and examined tho avail- 
able plots. Mr. Cooper agreed with Mr. Flower, 
but favored the appointment of an Executive 
Committee of seven. 

Mr. Astor coincided with Mr. Flower and en- 
tered upon a discussion of sites. He understood 
that in the opinion of experts between 200 and 
BOO acres of land would be required. It must 
be generally on the level, practically clear of 
Duildings, and available free of cost. If the 
committee leased land they might be subjected 
to unpieasant criticism. There is no available 
site of the kind desired on Manhattan Island 
outside of Centra! Park, and there was great 
diversity of opinion about taking it for a site. 
He rezarded it as essential that ube plot should 
have «# water front, and that it should be made 
picturesque. He did not know of any plot of 
the kind below the Harlem River. He had ob- 
served that Governor’s Island had been men- 
tioned, but believed it was toosmall. In his 
opinion the committee would be oblized to make 
a survey of Westchester, where thor are sev- 
eral areas which can be used. 

Mr. Towne renewed his amendment for a 
double committee. He argued that there was 
goant time for prejlimimary work, and two 
committees would tind plenty to vecupy 
their time. No one seconded this amendment, 

nd Mr. Starin’s motion, as amended by Mr. 

liss, was carried, the only dissenting vote 
being cast by Mr. Towne. He at once renewed 
his proposition by a direct motion, but there 
Was no one to back him up. 

On motion of Mr. Gompers, it was stipulated 
that the Executive Committee shall not seiect 
p site until specially authorized by the General 
Committee. On motion ef Mr. Crimmins an 
jnvitation was extended to D, Willis James and 
others who have been to the Paris Exposition 
to appear before the committee aud give them 
the benefit of their knowledge. 

The selection of a Treasurer was next in or- 
der. Mr. Green was noruinated and declined. 
The comumlitee then selected Mr. Agnew. 

On motion of Mr. Leary, which was seconded 
by ex-Mayor Grace, it was decided to assess 
each member of the committee $100 for contin- 
geut expenses. 

Mr. Bliss sought to put the committee on 
record as opposeu to the consideration of Cen- 
tral Park as a site. He said the Park had been 
mentioned prominently in public aiscussion of 
sites, and there was danger tbat the sacred spot 
wight be sacriticed to popular clamor. He 
thought the committee should at once declare in 
favor ot the preservation of Central Park at all 
hazaris. In olosing his appeal he made tne 
statement that the selection of Central Park ae 
an exposition site several years ago killed the 
project. 

Ex-Mayor Cooper regarded the motion as pre- 
mature, but said he did not think there was 
danger of the committee selecting the garden 
spot of the city. Mr. Hilton said he was Chair- 
man of the Exposition Committee several years 
ago, 1n 1883, and he pegged to differ from Mr, 
Blise’s statement that Central Park was selected, 

nd its selection killed the movement. While 

6 Was not an advocate of Central Park fora 
site for the fair in 1892, be did not believe in re- 
stricting the committee, for they might con- 
sider thata part of the park was necessary for 
the purpose in some form. He also cunsidered 
the motion of Mr. Bliss out of season. 

“I beg your pardon, Mr. Hilton,” said Mr. 
Bliss, “but I must beg todiffer with you. I[ 
refer to the action of a committee of which I 
was @ member subsequent to that committee of 
‘whieh you were Chairman. [ know what I am 
talking about, Judge, and I insist that the proj- 
ect was killed by the choice of Central Park.” 

Judge Hilton replied in an impatient way and 

umbled something to the effect that he knew 

e was right and Mr. Bliss was wroug; that the 

ark pever was chosen, and that the fair 
scheme at that time failed, owing to real estate 
speculation more than anything else. Mr. Bitss. 
responded sotio voce, in substance that the Judge 
was mistuken. A painful ailence followed the 
controversy aud further friction was checked 
by Mr. Green, who said that he thought 
the committee should plant itself squarely 
ainst the desecration of the Park. 

r. Clarke, on the contrary, did not think the 
committee should be restricted by negatives at 
present. Mr. Flower took a broad view of the 
subject and suid the committee ought to have 
unlimited scope. Ex-Mayor Grace was opposed 
tothe motion as unnecessary and inappropriate. 
Finally, on motion of Mr. Agnew, the subject 
Was tabled by an overwhelming majority. 

Mayor Grant brought up the subject of a 
meeting piace and said the Governors Room 
was at the disposal of the committee. Mr. 
Jones offered rooms in THE Times Building and 
Mr. Blies tendered the Chamber of Commerce. 
The selection was left to (ne Executive Com- 
mittee. , 

Chairman Dana arnounced the Executive 
Committee as follows: Messrs, Bliss, Flower, 
Grace, Green, Gompers, Straus, and Towne.

the terms of the act of Jan. 14, 1889, eede to 
the United States all the lands comprised 
withiu the fo!lowing-named reservations, con- 
taining in all 734,924 acres: Leech Lake, 
94,440 acres; Lake Winnibagosish, 320,00V0 
acres; Mille Lao, 61,014 acres; Fond du 
Lac, 100,121 acres; Grand Portage, 51,840 
acres, and Boisé Fort, 107,509 acres. In 
addition to the reservations named the com- 
mission is empowered to sécure relinquishment 
of such parts of the Red Lake and White Earth 
Reservations o&8 may not be noeded in appor- 
tioning to the Indians their several allotments, 
estimated at 2,250,000 aores. The agreement 
as signed by the Indiaos must first be approved 
by the President before i§ becomes operative, 
and when eo approved the lands may be opened 
to settlement by Exeoutive proclamation under 
such terms and conditions as are prescribed in 
the act of Jan 14, 1889.

BIDS FOR NEW CRUISERS 


A HITCH IN THE PROGRAMME 
OF NAVAL CONSTRUCTION, 
ONLY TWO BIDS RECEIVED AND THEY 
EXCEED THE AMOUNTS APPROPRI- 

ATED BY CONGRESS. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—The Acting Secretary 
of the Navy to-day opened proposals for con- 
structing five steel cruisers, three of them to be 
of about 2,000 tons and two of 38,000 tons 
displacement. As in the case of all of the 
advertisements lately issued by the Depart- 
ment, the proposals were divided into four 
Glasses: First, for the vessels complete, accord- 
ing te the Department’s designs; second, for 
the vessels compiete on the contractor’s de- 
signs; third, for the hulls upon the depart- 
menut’s designs and the machirery upon the 
contractor’s designs, and fourth, for the con- 
struction of the machinery upon the depart- 
mept’s plans and of the hulls after the contract- 
or’s ideas. 

The smaller vessels are to exhibit a maximum 
speed of at least eighteen knots for four con- 
secutive hours, with premiums in case of an 
excess, and deduction in case of failure to at- 
tain this speed. The vessels are to be com- 
pleted in two years and are not to exceed $709,- 
000 cach In cost. If they fail to attain sixteen 
and one-half knots they will be rejected. The 
premiums and deductions range from $10,000 
for the first quarter knot to $40,000 for the 
fourth, fifth, and s1x quarter knots. In the case 
of the two 3,000-ton vessels, they are required 
to exhibit a speed of nineteen knots with a 
fixed bonus or deduction, as the case may be, 
of $50,000 for each quarter knot variation 
from this requirement. 

With respect to the two three-thousand-ton 
vessels, (which are limited 1n cost to $1,100,000 
each,) there is no minimum speed below nine- 
teen knots fixed asa condition of acceptance 
or rejection. Every provision is made in the 
blank contracts to guard the Government 
against-loss, and profiting by past experience, 
the contractor is made responsible for the suc- 
cess of the vessels, regardless of minor faults 
of omission in the designs furnished by the 
Department, 

‘The bids were opened in the presence of Act- 
ing Secretary Walker, Judge Advocate General 
Remey, Chief Eugineer Meivilie, and Naval Con- 
structor Hichbora, the last-named officers hav- 
ing been largely instrumental in designing the 
new Vessels and their machinery. Among the 
ship-building firms represented by officers or 
agents at the opening, were the following: The 
Harian & Hollingsworth Oompany, Wilming- 
ton; Quintard Iron Works, New-York; Uniou 
Iren Works, San Francisco; Atlantic Works of 
South Boston. 

The bids were as follows: The Bath Iron 
Works of Maine propose to build the three two- 
t2ousand-ton vesseis for $780,000 each, but 
with the addition of 81x mouths to the adver- 
tised time of two years; Cramp & Son of Piiia- 
delphia proposed to build the same vessels at 
$875,000 each. The same firm ottered to build 
the two three-thousand-ton vessels at $1,225,- 
000 eavh. The result ofr the pidding was # dis- 
appointinent to the naval eificers. As the ap- 
propriatiou is limited by the act of Congress to 
$700,000 each in the Case of the two-thousand- 
ton vessels, and $1,100,000 for each of the 
three-thousand-ton vessels, of course, none of 
the bids can be accepted. The next meve will 
be to readvertise, but not much confidence is 
felt 1n the result, and itis probable that, as in 
the case of the cruiser Newark, Congress will 
be asked toincrease the limit of cost of the 
vessels. : 

Still another course open to the Secretary 1s 
to build the vessels at tne navy yards. Naval 
Constructor Hicaborn, who ts acting as chief of 
the construction corps, regards the fatiure to 
secure suitable bids as an indication that the 
contractors are proiiting by their experience, 
and calls attention tu the fact that neariy all of 
the vessels now building are under heavy pen- 
aities for dvlayed construction. He says that 
the Navy Department was’ not consalted vy 
Congress when the appropriations were made 
for the vessels. Lhe committees prescribed not 
only the cost, but the speed or horse power and 
tonnaye of all the ships. To realize these 
conditions the officers of the depart- 
Went who designed the vessels had been vom- 
pelied to draw up plans for vessels which could 
not be built for the money appropriated, as 
work of high grade was required, and it was ex- 
pected that our naval vessels would be the best 
of their type im the world. He did not think 
that the suips could be constructed at the navy 
yards (which are already crowded with work) 
at the prices ixed by Congress. The engineer- 
lng experts delieve that the reason for the ad- 
Vance in figures of the bids 1s to be found in the 
severe requirements in the watter of speed and 
horse power. 

Tne Yorktown approximates in size and char- 
acteristics the 2,00U-ton cruisers bid upon to- 
day. Sheis 1,7VUV0 tons displacement, and tne 
contractor agreed to give her 3,000 horse 
power, the vessel to be furnished at $455,000, 
This is little more than One-hait of the average 
bid received to-day, but the new veasels ure re- 
quired to have 5,40U horse,power with eighteen 
knots speed. And so in point of size the Atlanta 
and Boston are of about the same tonnage as 
the 3,000-ton vessels. But while they cost only 
$617,000 and $619,000, they had but 3,780 
liorse power and were designed for sighteen 
Kvots speed, while these new vessels inust Rave 
10,000 horse power aud nineteen Knvts speed, 
This means More compact, improved,aud vustly 
wachinery aud beavier hull construction, which, 
taken in connection with the severe restrictions 
upon the use Of steel aud other material, justity 
the shipbuilders in increasing their prices.

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SHORY IN HIS ACCOUNTS, 


TAX COLLECTOR REPPER OF NEWTOWN 
AGAIN IN TROUBLE. 


William Repper, Collector of Taxes for the 
town of Newtown, L, I., should have made his 
returns to the Queens County Treasurer,. Elbert 
Hegeman, last Tuesday, but failed to do so. 
Repper is given by law from Aug. 1 to Aug, 20 
to close his accounts, and he had yesterday ex- 
ceeded the lir.it two days and had failed to give 
any satisfaction for his irregularity. In accord- 
ance with the usual form, QueensCounty Treas- 
urer Hegema.: issued yesterday a warrant to 
Sheriff Matthew Goldner for $18,524, and Under 
Sheriff Henry W. Sharkey visited Repper at 
Maspeth and asked him for that amount, but 
failed to get any satisfaction. Repper’s booxs 
were conveyer’ to the County Treasurer’s office, 
where they ‘ill be gone over. His accounts 
are known ts be short, but just how much is 


not accuratel: Known yet. The amount of the 
deficiency is variously stated at between $2,000 
ana $10,000. Tne County Treasurer places the 
deficiency at $3,000. 

Under Sheriff Sharkey, with the warrant, vis- 
ited the Manufacturers’ National Bank in 
Brooklyn and found that the Tax Collector had 
@ deposit there of $1,100. Repper’s duty con- 
sisted of collecting and ying over to County 
Treasurer Hegemen $26,829 75, and of the 
amount a balance of $18,524 isdue. Two years 
ago Repper failed to make his returns at the 
proper time and was found to be short in his 
accounts. He was indicted by the Grand Jury, 
but was never tried. Last year he was sbort in 
bis accounts about $2,600, but the amount was 
made up by some of his friends. Repper, It is 
said, is very popular. He is under a fifty- 
thousand-dollar bond, furnished by twenty- 
three bondsmen, so that the town will not lose 
anything. Repper’s friends, particularly bis 
bondsmen, claim that he can account for every- 
thing satisfactorily. 

Repper’s books were examined last night and 
found to be in a very bad shape, and it will re- 
bea two weeks’ work to get them in order. 

heriff Goldner has seized all the property he 
could flad owned by Repper, which, however, 
will not cover the deficiency in his accounts,

The bakers’ strike or lock-out was continued 
yeeterday. The employers sueceeded In getting 
& number of non-union men to take the places 
of those who are out, 

The Bakers’ Union has decided to make a spe- 
cial fight against Fleischmann, and yesterday 
it was reported thatit bad issued a boycotting 
circular against his yeast, which has a large 
sale among bakers and privaie families. The 
circular says that the union heretofore indorsea 
his yeast, not because it was better than any 
other yeast, but because he had always pro- 
fessed to beafriend of labor, and the union 
consequently wanted to help him along. 

The union men also sald that Percy Rockwell 
had called at its headquarters at 385 Bowery 
and had asked for a foreman, as he could not 
get a competent non-union foreman, and that 
the officers of the union had informed him that 
he would have to leave the combination before 
it coulda comply with his request. 

The bakers of Hudson County, N. J., it is said, 
will meet this evening at 316 Third-street, Jer 
sey City, as they expect that a move will be 
made by the emplovers against their union. 

Other reports made by the men were that 
Richter & Co. and Dan Son, voth of Brook- 
lyn, had promised to leave the employers’ or- 
ganization and employ union men. 

At the My eg of the employers’ asso- 
ciation, at 78 East Tenth-street, New-York, it 
was reported that 244 non-union journeymen 
had applied for work and that all the large 
bakeries had all the men that they wanted. 





NEW-YORK ODD FELLOWS. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Aug. 22.—Every seat in 
Odd Fellows’ Hall was occupied at the meeting 
of the Grand Lodge this morning. Granda 
Chaplain Hayes of Norwich offered prayer.

TO INSURE GOOD VINEGAR. 

The recent iaw to prevent deception in the 
sale of vinegar is being called to the notice of 
dealers, and the New-York State Dairy Com- 
missioner proposes to enforce the statute. 

According te the law as passed by the Legtsla- 
ture, no person shall manufacture, sell, or offer 
for saleany vinegar which shall not have an 
acidity equivalent to the presence of at least 


445 per cent. by weight of absolute acetic 
acid. No one is allowed to sell apy vinegar in 
imitation or semblance of cider vinegar which 
is not cider vinegar, or vinegar containing any 
preparation of lead, copper, sulphuric acid, or 
other ingredients injurious to health. Every 
manufacturer is required to label kegs or bar- 
rels of vinegar with his name and place of busi- 
ness. A fine of $100 is the penalty for vioia- 
tion of the law.

THE PYTHON TURNED UP 


AN ASTRAY SNAKE OAUGHT 

IN THE MONROVIA'S HOLD, 

MISSING FOR THREE WEEKS THE REP-~ 

. MILE 18 FOUND SNUGLY ASLEEP 
IN A BOX. 


The Monrovia, a stanch bark that for many 
years past bas been engaged in the African 
trade in the interest of Yates & Porterfield of 
New-York, arrived in this port on her last 
passage from the Dark Continent about three 
weeks ago. Besides her regular cargo she had 
on board an assorted collection of choice snakes 
and monkeys, brought to this country by Capt. 
Rogers as a little private speculation. “she 
also carried about ten white passengers in the 
cabin and thirty negroes in the steerage. She 
was docked in Brooklyn. Forty passengers 
probably. never left a vessel with greater re- 
joicing, and it was all owing to an unpleasant 
incident that occurred when the Monrovia was 
in mid-ocean. 

Among the choicest of the reptiles that Capt. 
Rogers was bringing to America was a twenty- 
foot python, a magnificent specimen, with ao 
body as big around as a section of stovepipe. 
His snakeship was confined in a box, and, prob- 
pbly appreciating the fact that he was coming 
to “the land of the free,” took it into his head 
that bis confinement was unwarranted. At any 
rate, he squirmed out of his cage and disap- 
peared. He was missed when the sailor who 
had been appointed purveyor of edibles to the 
Snakes and monkeys was performing his daily 
task. An alarm was sounded, and the crew 


armed themselves with belaying pins, mariin- 
Spikes, and other implements-of naval warfare 
and set out on a still hunt for the run- 
away python. The Monrovia was searched 
from keel to truck; but the snake 
Was not found, and Capt. Rogers came 
to the conclusion thatit.bad wriggied its shiny 
body overboard. The passengers, however, 
especially the negroes, were not satisfied to 
accept this theory, and were so afraid that the 
big reptile would conclude to share their berths 
auring the midnight hours tbat they refused 
to sleep below, and swung their hammocks on 
deck. Even then they appointed some of their 
number to stand watch. 

The Monrovia was unloaded and still the 
python was not seen. This satisfied the Cap- 
tain thatit was not aboard. The vessel was 
sold to Messrs. Swan & Sons of New-York, who 
desired, to use her inthe Central American 
trade. She was towed over to Pier 18 East 
River,,and Capt. J. F. Chase was put in obarge. 
Swan & Sons had heard about the python, and 
told Capt. Rogers that as they intended to 
make-extensive alterations in the vessel’s in- 
terior structure, they wanted to be sure the 
gnake was not aboard before they put the men 
at work. 

“Do you think I’a turn the ship over to you 
if there wus a three-hundred-doilar snake 
aboard?” replied Capt. Rogers. *‘Not much. I'd 
get that money myself.” 

The carpenters were put to work. There was 
an old darky on board who had sailed on the 
Monrovia ten years. He aiways believed the 
snake was aboard, and used to go around among 
the men saying: ‘‘Dey’s a snake heah, boss, 
’suve’s youse born. He'll cotch somebody sit, 
see if he don’t.” The old fellow got to be such 
a nuisance with his warning that he was sus- 
pended.

CHARGES AGAINST EXECUTIVE OFFICER 
WOOD OF THR 8T. MARY'S, 


Young dailor leda from the sohoolship 88, 
Mary's sat in the committee room of the Board: 
of Education yesterday afternoon to find out 
what was going to be done with Lieut 
Wood, who must explain why he struck 
young Cadet Weaver, as well as explain 
his other alleged misconduct while the ves- 
sel was off New-London, on the night of Aug. 
4. The boys, who are all attached to Lieut. 
Wood, brought down a letter signed by every 
voy on the 8t. Mary’s, in which the discipline of 
the Lieutenant was highly commended and the 
expression of their appreciation of his work for 
them plainly set forth. They disapproved of 
any obarges of ill treatment on his part, and 
insisted that he had behaved handsomely to 
them. 

The members of the Nautioal Committes pres- 
ent to investigate the matter were Judge 
O'Brien, J. Edward Simmons, President of the 
Board of Education, and School Commissioner 
Guggenheimer. Commissioner O’Brien was 
chosen Chairman. The committee received a 
report from Commander Crowninshield of the 
St. Mary’s, but they refused to state what It set 
forth. 

Mr. Simmons moved that the report of the 
St. Mary’s commander be presented to the 
counsel for the Board of Education, and charges 
be formulated and preferred against Lieut. 
Wood, 

Commissioner Guggenheimer had an amend- 
Ment ready to the etlect that Lieut. Wood 
should be suspended pending the investigation. 
This did not seem the right thing to Commis- 
sioner Simmons, who said that such action on 
the part of the committee would practically be 
an assumption that the charges were correct. 
It would be unjust to Lieut. Wood, who dia not 
as yet know what the charges Were. 
Commissioner O’Brien agreed with his col- 
league, and added that after twenty yoars of 
service Lieut. Wood would be placed in an un- 
fair position to be suspended before being given 
a chance to be heard in his own behalf. t 

Mr. Guggenheimer differed from the two Com- 
missioners. The commander of the ship had 
made his statement and the committee could 
hear all at once. ' 
Cemniissioner O’Brien said Licut. Wood was 
notin a condition to be tried at once. He did 
not know what the charges were as yet. 
Commissioner Guggenheimer said he could 
learn them in an hour and that it was not neces- 
sary for the committee to defend him. 

Mr. O’Brien said he believed that there was 
ground for a thorough investigation and that 
the vommittee should go into the matter in a 
most thorough manner, but he did not belleve 
in at once taking such harsh measures in re- 
gard to the Lieutenant. 

Commissioner Guggenheimer insisted that 
the Lieutenant should not go baek among the 
boys after what had happened. 

Commissioner Simmons said that the report 
already made had been prepared at the request 
of Commissioner Devoe. There had been all 
sorts of stories rumored about the Lieutenant. 
He believed the counsel for the board should 
formulate the charges and then Lieut. Wood’s 
defense should be listened to. But the whole 
matter should be conducted in a dignifled man- 
ner and not rushed through. 

Commissioner Guggenheimer’s amondment 
was lost and the resolution of Mr. Simmons 
was adopted. Tho committees then adjourned. 
The investigation will probably not take place 
till after the schooiship examination in October. 
The St. Mary’s will soon start on another cruise 
up the Sound, and the boys will do some hard 
work at their books. 

Mrs. Weaver, the wother of the lad who was 
reported to have been struck by the Lieutenant, 
was present at the committee meeting. When 
it was over she wore a look of disgust which 
seemed to indicate that she was sorry that the 
Lieutenant had not been retired from the vessel 
at once,

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TO MEET THE CITY’S NEEBS 


A PLAN TU INOREASE THE 
WATKHR SUPPLY. 
MR. J. R. BARTLETT'S LETTER TO MR. B. A 
AMMIDOWN—THE PROBLEM OF THE 
WORLD’s FAIR YEAR. 


The necessity for a much greater supply of 
water in thia city during the Summer of 1892, 
when, it is expected, the great fair will be in 
full operation, and there will be hundreds of 
thousands of strangers in New-York, has occa- 
sioned much discussion among persons in- 
terested in the city’s welfare, concerning the 
means of procuring the additional supply. The 
following letter has been sont by J. R. Bartlett 
to E. H. Ammidown on the subject: 


“Your letter of Aug. 16 has been received, 
with the inclosed article from the American 
Economist containing your remarks as to tne 
necessity of an abundant supply of pure water in 
this city during the Summer of 180% for the ac- 
commodation and protection of the permanent pop- 
ulation of the city and the visitors that wili come 
here that vear. You ask my opinion of your state- 
ments and the reply thereto by isngineer Birdsall 
of the Department of Pubiic Works, who states that 
in ordinary years, or except in years of drought, 
there would be from 260,000,000 to 270,000,000 
gallons of water daily. I have given several 

ears of Close study to all the physical aud econom. 
cal questions relating to the water-supply problem 
of this city, including the sources of water supvly, 
the methods of distribution, aud the question of 
population, and have during these years been gath- 
ering iniorwation from every other large city‘in 
the world availabie iur the purvoses of intelligent 
comparison. I can best respond, theretore, to yout 
request with a brief outlive of the results of my 
investigations. 

“Your statements as to the inadequacy of the 
present water sapply aud the impossibility of in- 
creasing it satisiactorily by 1892 trom the Croton 
watershed are correct, ‘The official records sub- 
Sstantiate you in every detail. As to Mr. Birdsall’s 
reply, itis evidently not intended as a criticism of 
your deductions. His estimates would be sub- 
stantially correct in yeirs of excessive rainfall, but 
would be valueiess in years of drought. such as 
1830 and 1883. ‘he rule, or practice, in providlug 
for the demauds of a city is that the leassé rainfall 
shali be used as @ Dasis for calculation inorder that 
a@ water famine shall be impussible. ‘he rule is 
absotute and bars Mr. Birdsall’s statement from 
Henin cong consideration in making calculations for the 
‘uture. 

**The report of Isaac Newton, Chief Engineer of 
the Croton Aqueduct, dated Jan. «UV, 1832, shows 
that the reservoirs and lakes in the Croton basin, 
whose waters are now available for supply, have a 
storage capacity of not over 9,541,000,000 gallons. 
This, with the Bronx River system, gives a daily 
supply to the city of 113,000,000 galluus. The new 
aqueduct is expected to be in use within a year. Its 
chief iunction when completed will be to insure the 
city against a water famine, which would ensue it 
the old aqueduct should burst, as it is liable to do 
under the strain it is now required to withstand, 
being a masoury conduit and not made to with- 
stand pressute; in addition to that, it will 
convey to the oity such surplus water during 
the storm months or tlood season as may be 
flowing over the Croton Dam. Its real utility, how- 
ever, depends absolutely on additional storage res- 
ervoirs. One is bow being constructed—the Ssoilom 
Dam or Double Keserveir I, It will be compieted 
in time to fillup ready for use by the Summer of 
1891. This wiil add 8,000,000,00U0 gallous to the 
present storage and about 25,000,000 gallons to the 
present daily supply. (see letter of Gen. Duane to 
City Health Department, dated Jan. 7, 1389.) 


“The entire capacity of the Croton watershed can 
only be utilized by the construction of the Quaker 
Bridge Dam. This amount, according to the best 
estimates, will not exceed 250,000,000 gailons of 
daily supply. (See nopors of the Aqueduct Commis- 
sion dated Jan 1, 1887, pages 25, 26, and 67.) ‘his 
structure has not yet bee Commenced, and Gen. 
Newton stated under oath that, in nis judgment, 16 
would take six years to build it. For the purposes 
of your present request the Quaker Bridge Dam, 
therefore, can be leit outof the discussion. The 
other method by which the storage capacity of the 
Croton watershed can be increased is by the con- 
struction of aseries of smaller dams extending up 
toward the head of the watershed. Tho total ca- 
pacity of the watershed, if uulized in this way, 
will not be over 180,000,000 gailuns of water per 
day. (Authorities: Hugineers Lsaac Newton, Joun 
B. Jarvis, James B. Francis, George 8. Greene, 
Julius W. Adams, Kobert K. Martin, E. 8. Ches- 
bruugh, and others.) 

“he State Board of Health (whose rules are now 
law) do not favor this latter plan. Acting under the 
authority conferred upon them by the Legisiature, 
(Chapter‘543 of the Luws of 1885,) they bad the Cro- 
ton basin carefully surveyeu and examined with 
the view of improving the quality of the present 
supply and protecting the future supply from any 
increased pollution. With complete knowledge of 
the facts they answered the request of the Aque- 
duct Commission for information regarding the 
storing of waters of the Crotun watershed under 
date of May 6, 1839, as follows: ‘The public health 
in the city of New-York will be better served as 
to water supply by impounding the surface 
waters of the Croton watershed in large reservoirs 
thao ina series of smalier ones.’ The letter 1s in- 
teresting, anit you will find it published in full in 
the City Record of May 21, 1889. Thess smaller res- 
ervoirs, however, even if the State Board of Health 
report be iguored, cannot begin to be of utility until 
at least 1893, as none has yet becn contracted for, ex- 
cepting the Sodom Dam, (see Gen. Duane’s letter to 
City Board of Health of Jan. 7, 1889, regarding the 
length of time required to obtain additional water 
supply after contract is awarded.) 

“The important facts here outlined and estab- 
Hshed by absolute authority are that the City’s 
present daily supply of water is only 113,000,000 
gallons, and that by 1892 it cannot be inc: eased by 
the Croton watershed to an amount above 140,000,- 
Gv0 galions, except during tlood months. The present 
population of the city, according to the uew Di- 
rectory just issued, is estimated to exceed 1,700,- 
000 permanent residents, which is rapialy increas- 
ing, and 400,000 floating population. ‘‘he present 
daily water supply per capita does not, therefore, 
exceed 70 galious. We all know how inadequate 
this is and how much inconvenience and suffering 
is imposed now on the people by the want of water. 
Aad yet this es of per capita necessities 18 
the reck on which so many authorities are splitting. 

“In America ithas been tound that in the towns 
and villages the amount per capite used from the 
water works supply is small, increasing with the 
increase of population, As the community becomes 
thickly settled welis and cisterns are abandoned 
and the water works relied on exclusively. The 
ratio for increase in population is about as follows: 


Upto 000 25to 30 gallons per capita 
From 5,000 to 10,000 30 to 40 gailons per capita 
From 10,000 to 20,000 40 to 50 gallons per capita 
From 20,000 to 30,000 45 to 55 gallons per capita 
From 30,000 to 50,000 50 to _75 gallons per capita 
Above 50,000 60 to 100 gallons per capita 
Above 500,000 90 to 160 gallons per capita 


‘“‘Mauy things combine to cause this increase. 
The large manufacturing establishments of to-day, 
the railroads, hotels, breweries, dc., use & Vast 
amount ot water. Jorsey City, with a population of 
about 175,000 inhabitants, consumes 100 galions 

r capita. One-third of thisentire amount is used 

y thirty large corporations. This water 15 paid 
for at metred , rates, trom which about one-third of 
the revenues obtained from the water works is de- 
rived. Chicago, having large manufacturing inter- 
ests, consumes 160 galions pet capita; Butfalo, 170 

allons per capita. Brooklyn, Philadelphia, and 

osten, which are all short of water, and are now en- 
deavoring to obtain additional supplies, consume 
60, 80, and 838 gallons respectively. Regarding 
New-York, Chief Engineer Church of the Aqueduct 
Commission, in his report to the commission under 
date ot October 30, 1888, stated: 

“*T estimate the per capita consumption will not 
be less than 143 gallons per day when full pressure 
is again restored in New-York. 1 place it at that 
low figure on the expectation that the stoppage of 
waste to gain control over the consumption will 
progress as rapidly as experience has shown to be 
possible in cities where persistent effort to gain 
that result has been continued for the past ten 
years or more.’ , 

“The low per capita rates of some European cit- 
ies have been quoted as a reason why American cit- 
jes should be restricted in the use of water. The 
conditions in moat cities of Europe aresuch that 


. they cannot be compared with our own 1n this re- 


spect, nor do they furnish a reason why we should 
have more or less \,ater, In London, for instance, 
many large manufacturing establishments furnish 
their own supplies from the Thames and from 
we!'s. In this country large corporations almost 
invariably buy their supplies from the cities in 
whicu they are located. It is their consumption 
whioh : .creases the per capita demand. In New- York 
consumption per capita has increased steadily year 
Bf year. 1n 1840 the demand per inhabitant was 
20 gallons; in 1375, the year in which the suppl 
equaled the demand, the consumption was 96 gal- 
lous per inhabitant, an increase of over 2 galions 
each year per capita. This increased demand “or 
more water is caused by many reguirements pe- 
culiar to American cities, including those of mauu- 
factures, and those induced by the advances of civ- 
ilization in the enlarged use of steam for elevators 
and for heating and transportation purposes. 

“These facts, therefore, substantiate in every 
detail your statement that the present inadequate 
water supply caunot be stflicienitly inoreased by 
1392 from the Croton watershed. ‘They ougoes as 
an only remedy.which oan be of practical utility by 
that year the proposition which mye :if and asso- 
ciates have mae to the city of Ne\- York and which 
is at present before the Sinking Fund Commission- 
ers. This proposition, dated Nov. 380, 1888, offers 
to deliver 50,9V0,0U0 gallons daily, or mere, into 
the lower pari of the city, under pressure eutficient 
to reach the tops of the higher buildings. This 
proposition is approved by tne Medical society of 
the county of New-York, who formnulated.by rerso- 
lution at a stated meeting held in this city in 1888,

“*The present insufficient supply of water i. a 
constaht menace to the health and safety of the 
cisy, inviting scariet fever, diphtheria, cholera, and 
other malignant diseases, as well as disastrous con- 
flagrations.’ 

“and the New-York Board of Fire Underwriters 
have urged its acceptance on the Commissioners of 
the Sinking Fund, settiug forth the danger the city 
is in because of lack of water supply. A large num- 
ber of prominent firms, representing the wholesale 
business of the city, have also asked tor such inde- 
pendent supply. The Produce Exchange and 
the military authorities all alike strongly con- 
cur. ‘The advantages which we claim are 
concisely stated as follows in our preposi- 
tion, a copy of which I send you. It will 
enable the city to obtain the needed additional 
supply of water, from an independent source, in less 
than one-half the time it will take to get 1t from the 
Croton watershed, It will be delivered where 
most heeded, in thelower part of the city, which is 
more exposed to danger, because more remote from 
the present sources of supply. it will savo to the 
city the cost of building additional mains from the 
reservoir in Centrai Park tothe lower part of the 
city, which would be required by the Croton service. 

“The water will be pure and wholesome, anid, de- 
livered under a head pressure vi 3U0 feet, sufficient 
to force it to the tops of the hiebest buildings, and 
thus meet all requirements for every purpose. It 
will enable the fire Department to prevent largo 
conflagratic as, a3 the water under pressure will be in- 
stantly available in maases to put out any fire that 
may occur, and thus provide tne best fire service in 
the world and atless expense than at present. This 
result canvot be obtained from the Croton service. 
It will largely increase the revenues of the Water 
Department from sale of water for motive pow- 
er, Manufacturing, and running elevators. It will 
enable the city to have fonntains in its pndiic 
aquarea and public baths in abundance and to 
keep the streets and sewers clean and thus improve 
the public health and lower the present high death 
rate. In the event of foreign war. military inva. 
sion, domestic violence, or an accident to the pres- 
end aqueduct the supply we offer to deliver from an 
independent source, far rem from the Croton

SILENCE REGARDING THE VILLARD- 
' DAVIs suIT FoR $170,000, 


Tne interested parties in the suit brought by 
Financier Hepry Villard against ex-Judge 
Noah Davis of the Supreme Court, tor $125,000 
and interest for six years, as the balance due 
on etock-jobbing transactions, maintain what 
under entirely different circumstances might 
be called a dignified silence. Lawyers and 
brokers generally are talking over the case and 
waiting to hear from the venerable ex-Judge 
some explanation of the transaction. It is a 
Strange coincidence that the Albany Laz Jour- 
nal should have published on Saturday last & 
case that is identical with that of Villard against 
Davis, in which ex-Judge Davis is hela up as 
one of those magistrates. of whom it would 
shock the public to hear stories of stock- 


gambling transactions. The article referred to, 
printed under the head of ‘Current Topics,” 
reads as folluws: 

“We have always heard and believed that many 
respectable lawyers, aud even a few Judgés, in the 
city of New-York are stock gambiers on Wall- 
street, In the lorthcoming volume of Hun’s Re- 
cooing may be found a caseof a prominent stock 

roker et that city against a well-known Judge of 
one of the superior Courts to recover a balance of 
$14,000 on stock transactions on margins. It is 
not atall probabie that this Judge would have as- 
sumed the attitude of plaintitY, but he could not 
very well avoid the unpleasant predicament of be- 
ing embalmed as defeundiant in stock-gambling 
transactions in the history of jadicia! adjudications 
of this state. And whatashameful chapter it 18! 
The standing of the defendant is uot so prom- 
inent as to make the ajilair generaliy public, 
and therefore it is mot so shveoking as it 
would be in the case of a More prominent man. Bat 
it nevertheless stands recorded that a magistrate of 
high authority and large jurisdiction, who is called 
to pass upon property rights of great maguitnde, 
even stock transactions, is himself a stock gumbier 
on Wall-street. Perhaps he will try to justify hiim- 
self by saying that sach transactions are not now 
lliegal. So itis of pool selling within certain limits, 
But what high-minded citizen does not shrink from 
the picture! Imagine Lord Chief Justice Coleridge 
or Mr. Justice Miller or Chief Judge Ruger or 
Judge Daniels or ex-Judge Noah Davis in this at- 
titude! It cannot be successfully argued that this 
practice hurts nobody but the man himself. It 
tends to degrade the bench in the estimation of the 
public and to shake ipubiic oonfidence in its integ- 
rity. Itisthe sortoft thing thatone might have 
expected of Barnard, who did not pretend to have 
any conscience; but, in this instance, it comes to us 
with a painful shock. This man shoald either give 
up atock gamblingor go intuthe business exclu- 
sively.” 

Mr. Davis did not appear at his Wall-street 
office yesterday. In the only statement he has 
thus far made he said: ‘*Before the tremendous 
fall in what were called the Villard stocks I was 
interested in Oregon and Transcontinental Mr. 
Villard carrjed a large amount of the stock for 
me. When it begau to drop he made my mar- 
gins good. Before he went to live in Germany 
I had a& complete settlement with him. I am 
able to show that thisisso. During all these 
years he has met me frequently, and it is sin- 
gular that he has never said anything to me 
about this case. The first thing [ knew about 
the claim was when I got the summons.” 

Attorney Lawrence Godkin of Wheeler, Cortia 
& Godkin refuses to speak on the case except 
to deny the statement of the ex-Judge that he 
has never been informed of the claim. He says 
that for severai months past ho has been writ- 
ing to Mr. Davis on the matter, but has received 
no reply to his letters, : 

The suit was brought. in the Superior Court, 
ana the total claim amounts to $170,0U00. It is 
tive years old and would have been outlawed 
after six years. This would make it appear 
that the suit was brought in the Superior in- 
stead of the Supreme Court in order to hasten 
the trial. Professional men, however, freely 
express the opinion that both Mr. Villard anid 
Mr. Davis have interests which make it ex- 
ig doubtful if the case will ever come to 
trial. 


GILMOKE’S ANNUAL JUBILEH. 








ATTENDED BY DELIGHTED THOUSANDS 
—A FIREWORKS EXPLOSION. 


Leader P. 8. Gilmore began yesterday at Man- 
hattan Beach his annual jubilee. He filled the 
music amphitheatre with harmony from early 
in the afternoon until late at night, and every 
seat was occupied by enthusiastic patrons dur- 
ing the whole time. During the afternoon the 
band played for the first time a recently-im- 
ported French march, which is expected to be- 
come as popular as the very familiar Boulanger 
March. Its title is * Le Pére dela Victoire.” 
Louis Gaune is the composer. 

Mr. Gilmore made a little speech. He said the 
piece had created a furore in Paris. It was all 
the rage there and he hoped it would be here. 
Then the march was played. Mr. Gilmore 
waved his baton energetically during its rendi- 
tion. It was stirring, and his hearers applaud- 
ed loudly. He piayed it over again, this time 


with an artillery accompauiment. A dozen 
eannon were piaced on the Ilnwn just west of 
the amphitheatre. They were fireu by an eleo- 
tric current in fairly good time. This brought 
out cheers, and Mr. Gilmore gave them the old 
Bouianger March, played asa patroL He issat- 
istied that the new marci 1s a bit. 

Just as the afternoon programme was con- 
cluded and the people were passing out a num- 
ber of heavy explosions were heard in the di- 
rections of Paitu’s tireworksa inclosure, anda 
thick volume of white smoke rolled up at the 
northwest corner of the tireworks ampbithe- 
atre. The crowd rushed toward the spot. Then 
there were crackling sounds, and sparks and col- 
ored lights flew up. The crowd turned and ran 
in the other direction. There was alot of ex- 
citement. Policemen stopped the daring ones 
from gotting nearer than 2V0 yards to the fire. 
It was thought that the whole ampbitheatre 
would blow up anu Pompeii and a good deal of 
personal property: would realiy be destroyed. 

It was ali over in a@ few moments. Some 
extra pieces, stored in a shed which stood about 
twenty feet away from the fence, had ignited 
in some mysterious manner. The little building 
was wrecked, but the damage did nut exceed 
atew hundred dollars, and Pompeii crumbled 
away in regulation style in the evening.

fullowing letter to Darwin R. James, Chairman 
of the committee: 


““While thoroughly im accord with the several 
measures your committee is to bring before the 
International American Congress, we presume on 
the strength of your invitation and the personal 
and commercial relations we have with many of the 
Spanish-Amerioan republics to point out how es- 
= it is for the extension of trade with the re- 
publics— 

“ First—That our markets should afford equal ad- 
vantage with those of Kurope tor the exports of 
such republics. 

** Second—That our présent limited range of ex- 
portable matter be incroased. 

“ Third—That manufacturers be induced to show 
more consideration in catering to the wants and pe- 
uliarities of foreign markets than they have here- 
tofore, both as to designs of manufacture and the 
important requisites in packing. 

“The sole corrective that we can see for the pres- 
ent restricted export trade is free raw materials, 
This conclusion has been arrived at without polit 
ical bias, and we are confident that until we are 
prepared to allow ontry of raw material free of duty 
var neighbors of the South American republics will 
seek the best markets for their exports. Uur man- 
ufacturers are handicapped in the legitimate compe- 
tition for their trade, and the steamship lines will 
require excessive subsidies to compensate for the 
lack of freights.”

MAYOR GETS THE REPORT ON A 
BARLEM RIVER CROSSING. 

There was a@ copference in the Mayor's oftice 
yesterday between Mayor Grant, Commissioner 
of Public Works Gilroy, Controller Myers, Tax 
Commissioner Coleman, Corporation Counsel 
Clark, and President Hutchins of the Park De- 
partment, concerning the proposed new viaduct 
which will extend trom the plaza atSt. Nicholas- 
place, Edgecombe-avenue and One Hundred and 
Fifty-fifth-street to the southerly terminus of 
Macomb’s Dam Bricge. Lawson N. Fuller ap- 
peared vefore these officials and talked to them 
concerning the amount of damages the city 
would have to pay to the present owners of the 
property on each side of the proposed viaduct 
for loss of light and easement, and did his best

“to convince the listeners that there would be no 


collectible damages, as the property owners 
would be so greatly benefited that they could 
not show any loss. 

The Corporation Counsel suggested that it 
would be much better for the city if the of- 
ficials present should, before deciding upon the 
viaduct as proposed by the plang of the Com- 
missioner of Public Works, hear the stories 
which the owners of the property had to tell. 
It was therefore decided that these persons 
should appear before the conference at some 


future date and testify as to what they would 
seanee as their damages shuuld the viaduct be 
bailt. 

At the meeting of Wednesday the Mayor was 
auxious to know whether the Park Department 
had deeidei to build a bridge or a tunnel at 
the crossing of the Harlem River now occupied 
by Macomb’s Dam Bridge, and he yesterday 
received the report of the committee appointed 
by the Park Department to consider tbe mat- 
ter, which reported to the commission May 23, 
1888. The committee consistea of E. P. Van 
Winkle, T. C. Ciark, George W. MoNulty, and 
Gen. John Newton. In substance the report 
favors a tunnel, at a cost of $2,000,000. This 
amount was included in the department’s esti- 
mates for 1859, but was not allowed by the 
board of Estimate and Apportionment, legisla- 
tion being required, in its opinion. 

The report treats at considerable length of 
the disad vantages of a drawovridge at the piace 
in question, because of the certainty of yreat 
travel and the interruption such a work would 
give to the flow of travel when the river is 
deepened by the United States Government. 
Concerning the tunnel the report says: 

“‘Bailt on the lines suggested, its length under 
the channel from opening tu opening would be only 
about 450 feet. The approaches would vest ve in 
open cut, with bridges carrying intersecting streets 
across it. The gradients of tlhe approaches shonld 
not be greater than 3 feet in 100, requiring a length 
for each approach of about 1,800 feet. Lt is further 
recommended that the tunnel proper between chan- 
hel buikheads, to secure the most perfect ventila- 
tion as well as greater ease and economy of con- 
straction, had best be a triple one—that is, it should 
have two large sections for driveways on each 
side of a smaller one, at @ higher level, for footways. 
The driveways should each have an inner width of 
not less than 18 to 20 feet, with a height of about 
15 feet. The intermediate tootway should have ap- 
proximately an inside width of 15 ieet, with height 
of 10 fevt. 

“ From the character of the rock in the vicinity 
where extensively quarried, we have reason to be. 
lieve thatit is ofa very souod and durable charac- 
ter, and that some of the stone required for the tun- 
neland aporoaches would be farnished from the 
excavations therefor. The construction of the tun- 
nel under the channel can best be effected by means 
ot coifer dams closing one-half of the channel at a 
time. Furthermure, we urgently recommend that 
the United States Government be induced to com- 
plete its work of excavation for the new channel at 
and in the immediate vicinity of the proposed line 
of crossing before eithor a tunnel or new bridge be 
commenced.” 


THE LAST GAS KXPLOSION. 


A CORONER’S JURY DECIDES THAT ITS 
CAUSE If UNKNOWN. 


Tn an inquest yesterday into the death of 
Morris Jacobs, who was killed by the gas ex- 
plosion at 409 Grand-satreet last Friday night, 
Coroner Schultze heard much testimony with- 
out eliciting very much information. Several 
witnesses who live in the house testiflea that 
they smelled gas on Thursday, and Janitor Parr 
swore that he at once notified Policeman Mag- 
nan, who found a plug off one of the pipes on 
the Grand-street side of the building. Gas was 
smelled again on Friday evening, about the 
time Mr. Maccabe shut up his store. 

Policeman Magnan testified that on Thursday 
evening the plug was not off the pipe, but only 
loosened, and that two or three turns sufficed 
to secure it. The loosened plug was on a pipe 
of the Equitable Gas Company. Chief Fisher 
of Fire Battalion No. 11 testified that after the 
explosion he found a stream of burning gas es- 


caping from an unplugged pipe on the Clinton- 
street side belonging to the Consolidated Gas 
Company. Thomas Maccabe, the propristor of 
the store, testified that he never noticed aa 
escape of gas before Thuraday evening, and he 
at once notified the Consolidated Gas Company, 
which sent a man who stopped a small ieak in 
the Equitable Company’s pipe. His oustanding 
indebiedness he said did not amount to more 
than $100, his stock was worth $5,000, while 
his insurance was only $2,500. He had recently 
discharged an employe for lying, but that per- 
son had no access to the store. 

Superintendent Kelly, who looks after maius 
and meters for the Consolidated Gas Company, 
was sure the plug had been taken off and not 
blown off. J. M. Heatherton, editor of the 
Ptumbters’ Journal, testified that there was a 
fracture in a pipeinthe front cellar sufficient 
to let out enough gas to cause the expiosion. 
The jury deciared that the cause of the ex- 
plosion was unknown.

LOT OWNERS FILE OBJEOTIONS. 

The Commissioners of estimates for school 
sites, George F. Langbein, Horatio Henriques, 
and Michael J. Mulqueen, met at 45 William- 
street yesterday to hear objections to their 
awards for the site in the block bounded by 
First and Second streets and First and Second 
avenues. This site takes in the old Second- 
street cemetery. The Commissioners were puz- 
zied when they came to the burying ground, as 
the owners of the lota were unknown to them. 


No one has been buried there since 1849. There 
are 220 lots in the cemetery, estimating each 
at 9 by 5 feet, so the Commissioners placed the 
sum to be paid for the whole cemetery at 
$22,500. 

Objections were flied yesterday by Madeline 
Smith and George McKibbyn, executrix ana ex- 
ecutor of William Smith, who owned two of the 
lots, on the ground that the awards were not 
separate to the plots. They claim to have 
proper deeds forthem. Probably the question 
of the ownership of the lots will have to be set- 
tied. in the Courts. 
>. The cemetery is in a wretched condition, and 
is made a receptacle for tin cans, bones, and 
ashes by tenement-houge occupants near by. 
Other awards for lots adjoining were $3,250 for 
City Mission property and $6,000 for land be- 
longing to the Judah estate.

COMMISSIONERS APPOINT&D, 


OBJECTION TO ELEVATED RAILROAD 
AGGRESSION OCVERRULED, 


Judge O'Brien of the Supreme Court yester 
day handed down a decision holding that the 
Metropolitan Elevated Railroad Company is 
entitled to have Commissioners appointed to 
appraise the damages to the easements of twen- 
ty-eiaht parcels of property in West Fifty- 
third and Weat Third streets. Some of the ob- 
Jections raised by the property owners he finds 
are trivial, and some have already been consid- 
ered, yet be gives ali full consideration. 

“The importance to property owners,” he 
says, “of some of these objections, which if sus- 
tained would be fatal to the granting of the 
petition, and the feeling of the court that the 
railroad has been occupying as a trespasser the 
property for years with no disposition to pay 
damages until compelled. by suit, impress me 
that now, on the eve of trials forced upon itin 


such suits, the railroad should not be allowed 
this form of relief unless entitied to it by strict 
statutory rights, Such considerations, were 
this an appiication ip equity, would be suffi- 
cignt to justify the court in refusing the relief 
asked. ‘This, Qowever, is @ staiutory proceed- 
ing, aud uuiess authorized by statute, or unless 
itis shown that the provisions of the statutes 
have been ovserved, the order asking for the 
appointment of the Commissioners should be 
refused.” 

The Statute of Limitations, Judge O’Brien de- 
cides, does not act as @ bar to the appointment 
of Commissioners in condemnation proceedings, 
as he bus never known it to be used to prevent 
the fulfillment of an obligation, but, on the otber 
hand, to prevent, after a certain time, the en- 
forcement of aright. Proceedings to condemn, 
De holds, partake wore of the nature of an obli- 
ation than a right. 

That judgments having been obtained consti- 
tuted no bar to the proceedings Judge O’Brien 
decided last week in tne caseof property owned 
by Philip and Elias Savel, Mary Hughes, and 
John H. Watson. He, therefore, cannot hold 
that the pendency of asuit aiready instituted 
can act asabar. Botb sult and condemnation 
proceedings, he says, can go on together, as 
they are actions not depending on cach other 
or interfering with each other. 

The main question presented by the objec- 
tions, Judge O’Brien declares, is the good faith 
of the attempt to purchase the property before 
the application four a commission was made. 
The company gave the property owners about 
48 hours’ time in which to devide whether or not 
they would take a certain offer for their prop- 
erty. On nothing being heard from them in 
that time the offer was considered as rejected, 
and the property was lumped in with that for 
which coudemnation procesdings were wanted. 

Some of the property owners considered this 
sort of negotiation as rather highhanaed and 
objected that it was not of the sort demanded 
by the statute. Judge O’Brien, however, says 
that after having bad the railroad in front of 
their property for about ten years they must 
have been able to tell on very short notice 
whether the offer made by the company waa 
one which they woukl be willing to accept. In 
fact, some of the ofters were accepted. Thenthe 
statute did not requlre that the ofler made by the 
company should be what the uwrershould ieem 
sutticient, and the fact that the sum offered 
was much smalier than he thought he was en- 
titled to did not take away the element of good 
faitn from the offer. The company had em- 
ployed a reputable tirm of real estate brokers 
to look at the property aud decide on the value 
of the easements taken. They, it was testi- 
fied, had never been employed before by the 
company and declared the offers made to be 
fair. On the whole, no reason could be found 
for doubting the good faith of the offers or 
that the negotiations for purchase conformed to 
what the statute required. 

Judge O’Brien has appointed Eugene H. Pom- 
eroy, Richard H. Clarke, and John S. H. Meyers 
Commissiouers to assess the value of the ease- 
ments taken by the elevated’ railroad company 
in Greenwich-street in front of 160, owned by 
Philip and Elias Sabel, and in West Fifty-third- 
street, in front of 138, owned by Mary E. 
Hughes, and in front of 121, owned by John H. 
Watson. 


WALL-SIREET TALE. 





Yesterday’s stock market was a good deal 
demoralized by the announcement of mill fail- 
ures in New-England. Money loaned again at 
6 per cent. during part of the day; but there 
was far less heard of a prospective money 
panic, Wall-street .agitating itself much more 
over factory failures as a fact than over a 
money squeeZo as a Vision.

The rise in the money Tate has brought a good 
deal of outside money into Wall-street. Money 
brokers said yesterduy that though Wall-street 
banks were notinclined to put out time loans 
below the current Stock Exchange rate there 
were still many funds ready to be offered at a 
scaled rate by interests not ordinarily in the 
Wali-street market, This, they argued, would 
forbid much, if any, advancejot consequence. 


The unusual spectacle was afforded by yestor- 
day’s market of a slump affecting pretty ovenly 
the entire stock market. The Gould stocks, 


the Grangers, the coal stocks, and even the 
specialties all went duwn much in the same 
way and much tothe same extent. Various 
bull pools lately formed got the chance to ac- 
cumulate stock at lower prices—more stook and 
lower prices than they really cared for. Weak 
bolders were sacritied in abundance. Itis fair 
to assume that stovks bought yesterday went 
into what Wall-street cails strong hands. No 
other sort of hands could afford to disport 
around yesterday's tioker. 


Efforts are being made now to induce the 
Treasury Department to “relieve business in- 
terests” by prepaying a year’s interests on the 
Government’s bonds, A bulletin issued in Wall- 
street yesterday quoted the law as saying: 

“The Secretary of the Treasury may anticipate 
the payment of interest on the public debt bya 
period not exceeding one year, from time to time, 
either with or without rebate of interest upon the 
coupons as to him may seem expedient. 

There is nothing new in the law: there isa 
gooa deal of anxiety, though, in the way that 
some limping Wall-street pools are quoting it. 


A London stock broker on visit to this coun- 
try said yesterday: “‘The English investor is 
generally looking forward with hope and confi- 


dence to marked improvemént in American 
railway securities before long.” 


Says Deacon &. V. White: “The market is 
broadening and with large crops nothing but 
money stringency can keep us from having a 


large bull market. And Ido not know, if we 
have money stringency, that it will put stocks 
down, but it will probably interefere with the 
advance. The large decrease in reserve to-day 
results almost entirely trom Treasury accumut- 
lations. The Treasury willdoubtiess find some 
way to get funds out, which I feel sure we shall 
need. [look fora continuance of the strong 
Market next week.”

ANOTHBR TAMMANY SPOUSH 


GEORGE HILLABRAND’S WIFE WANTS 4 
SEPARATION AXD ALIMONY. 


George Hillabrand, a leader of Tammany iz 
the Seventeenth District, and a member of its 
General Committee, has quarreled with nis 
wite, Emily Haefner. The latter consulted hes 
lawyers, Le Barbier & Brewster of 35,Broads 
way, and in her behalf a motion for $1,500 
counsel fees and $75 a week alimony will ba 
made before Juage Barrett in the Supremé 
Court, Ohambers, on next Monday. 

Mrs. Hillabrana doesn’t insist on anything 
like absolute divorce. She claims that as a 
member of the Warren-street cotamission house 
of Hillabrand & Dykes, her husband is annually 
in receipt of an income of $25,000. She claims, 
besides, that he is worth about $150,000 out- 
side of his investment in the Warren-street 


firm. 

Mr. Hillabrand 1s credited with enjoyin bi 
“pull” in Tammany Hall. For bom mi ne hea 
been a personal friend of Mayor Grant, who 
made him a Trustee of the New- York and Brook- 
lyn Bridve last May. 

The proceedings tn this suit are devoid of the 
Sensational incidents of the Flack case. Mra. 
Hillabrand is about thirty-three years old, is a 
handsome brunette, aud has been married fif- 
teen years. No children foilowed her union with 
Hillabrand, and she has lived in comparative 
luxury at 329 West Forty-tifth-street. She has 
told her lawyers that on Sunday night ot July 
21 Hillabrand returned to bis house late, and im 
& bitter quarrel! which followed struck ber in 
the face with his clenched fist. She aiso assert- 
ed that he had extinguished the light in bis 
chamber before strikiag her. Bor his cruelty 
and the abusive language he constantly used 
toward her the woman begins her proceedings 
for a separation. 

Mr. Andrew F. Dykes, Mr. Hillabrand’s 
partner, told this story of the quurrel to a 

IMES reporter yesterday: ‘Mr. Hillabrand is 
a big, bluff and impulsive man. On Sunday, 
July 21, he went out walking with Mrs. Hiila- 
brand. After returning tu the house in the 
evening he again left it, alone, and went to the 
Barrett House ou Broadway. He drank con- 
siderably there and then went to a neighboring 
restaurant. It was a hot evening and be threw 
off Lis coat and seated himself at the window. 
A male acquaintance accompanied by two 
ladies entered and Hillabrand joined the party, 
His wife passed the restaurant window and 
Saw her husband, When he got home the quar- 
re} followed.” 

On last Saturday Mrs. Hillabrand left ner 
hrsband’s home and took up quarters with Mrs. 
Eiankenstein, aneighbur. She also moved her 
Peano and a lot of her furniture out of her 
hease, 

William Allen, a lawyer of Chambers-street, 
in whose oitice Mayor Grant used to atucy 
Blackstone, will oppose the motion for alimony 
before Judge Barrett on Monday. Mr. Allen 
Claims that his client is being subjected to a 
sort of persecution. He wishes to “make up 
friends” with bis wife and doubtless would if 
her attorneys were disposed to give him a 
chauce to do so. His version of the trouble in- 
cludes as a centra! figure a mother-in-law, Mrs. 
Haefner, who resided at Mr. Hillabrand’s home, 
arom he claims, constantly interfered in its 
affairs. 





AW OLD WOMAN BURNED TO DEATH. 

Mrs. Barbara Schoen, aged sixty-six years, 
of 987 East One Hundred and Lighty-seventh- 
street, sent her ninety-year-cld husband to the 
grocery yesterday to buy some things while 
she remained cooking in the kitchen. A young 
girl who lives near by passed the house and 
noticed thick smoke coming outof the base- 


ment. She called her mother, who also heard 
feeble cries. The girl, gave the, alarm and the 
neighbors rushed in to see Mrs. Schoen envel- 
oped in flames. They put out the tire and an 
ambulance was sent for, but the woman died 
beiore its arrival. The neighbors said that Mra 
Schoen was in the habit of moving the stove 
cover with her apron, and they thought that 
thus her clothes caught fire. 





FORTY-TWO S¥RIANS DETAINED. 

Forty-eight syrians of both sexes and all aces 
arrived here yesterday on the steamship Veen- 
dam from Rotterdam. Forty-two of them were 
detained by the Emigration Commission. They 
bring a large supply of cheap trinkets ana jew- 
elry with the intention of peddling them 
through the country. It is doubtfulif the Col- 
lector allows these people to land, as their pov- 
erty and nomadic tntentions seem likely to ree 
duce them to the condition of paupers.
